ment, Provided, however, that each county shall be 
entitled to at least one annual appointment." So 
that -said section when amended, will read as follows : 
*'Each courity in lihle State, in consi'deration of the 
incomes accruing to said institution, under the pre- 
sent laws for the benefit of the said Agricultural 
and Mechanical College, be entitled to select and 
send to said University each year one or more 
properly prepared students 'as 'hereinafter provided 
for, free from all charges for tuition, matriculation 
fees, room rent, fuel and lights, and to have all the 
advantages and privileges of the said University, one 
white pupil for every three thousand, and one for 
each fraction thereof over fifteen hundred of white 
school children based upon the last official census 
preceding said appointment. Provided, however, that 
eviery coimty shall be entitled to at least one annual 
appointment. Said students shall be entitled, free of 
any cost whatever, to the benefits enumerated above 
for the term of years necessary to complete the course 
of study in which he or she matriculates for gradua- 
tion, or during good behavior. All beneficiaries of 
the State who continue students for one consecutive, 
collegiate year, or ten months, unkss unavoidably 
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to certain 
students. 
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Board after 
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prevented, shall also be entitled to their necessary 
traveling expenses in going to and returning from 
•said collegvei. The selection of the beneficiaries shall 
be made by the Superintendents of Common Schools 
in their respective co-unties, upon competitive exami- 
nation, on subjects prepared by the faculty of the 
University and transmitted to said Superintendents 
'before the firs»t day of June, of each year. Said com- 
ip-etitive examinations shall be open to all persons 
between the ages of fourteen and twenty-four years. 
Preference shall be given, other things being equals 
to those who have passed with credit through the 
public school, persons of energy and industry, whoso 
means are small, to aid whom in obtaining a good 
education, this provision is intended. Said compet- 
itive examination shall be held, and the successful 
competitor appointed between the first day of June 
and the first day of August of each year. It shall 
be the duty of the County Superintendent to make 
known filie benefits of this provision to each common 
school district under his superintendency, with the 
time and place, when and where such competitive 
examination shall be hteld. He shall, for this purpose, 
appoint a Board of Examiners, whose duty it shall 
be to conduct the examination. This shall not inter- 
fere with any appointment already made to said col- 
lege. 

§ 8. That the Board of Trustees of said University 
may within their discretion, concede the privilege of 
free tuition to students who are preparing for the 
ministry in connection with any white religious de- 
nomination. 

§ 9. That the Board of Trustees shall from and 
after January 1, 1910, be bi-partisan, and the Gover- 
nor in making the appointments of trustees shall so 
make them as to divide the representation upon said 
board equally between the two leading political par- 
ties of this Commonwealth, including the ex-officio 
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nwembers. That the Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion shall be ex-officio a member of the Board of 
Trustees. 

§ 10. That the Board of Trustees have authoritj'' 
out of the funds under their control, to expend an 
amount sufficient to imeet the necessary expenses in- 
curred in advertising and other necessary <:jhanges in- 
cident to the change of the style and title of the 
said institution. 

§ 11. That the location of the institution estab- chants'"" "''* 
lished by the act locating the Agricultural and 
Mechanical College of Kentucky, approved February 
6, 1880, shall not be affecited by this change of name. 

§ 12. That all acts passed by the Legislature of 
Kentucky, and all the regulations mada by the Board 
of Trustees in pursuance thereof, for the government 
of the Agricultural and Mechanical College, shall 
continue in effect and apply to the government of the 
State University, Lexington, Kentucky, except to the 
extent herein specifically set out. 

<^ 13. That all students attending exclusively the 
law or medical department of the University shall 
pay the usual tuition fees. 

§ 14. That students while attending the State County certi- 
University may be examined for county teachers' issued to stu- 
certificates by the Board of Examiners of Fayette 
county, Kentucky, and on the dates provided in the 
common school law for the examination of teachers. 
If such students are of the age and character required 
by law in the case of other candidates for county cer- 
tificates, the county superintendent of Fayette county 
shall admit them to examination and shall collect 
from each the legal fee with fifty cents additional. 
At the close of the e^xamination the County Superin- 
tendent shall transmit by registered mail exami- 
nation papers, togethiecr with the examination fee, to 
the County Superintendent of the county from whiqh 
said candidate desires his certificate issued. Tlie 
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County Board of Examiners shall canvass the papers 
sent to them as abovte provided, and shall issue county 
certificates upon them upon the same terms and con- 
ditions as in case of candidates appearing in person 
for examination. 

§ 1 5. Whereas, the change of name of tile Agri- 
cultural and Mechanical Callegle to State University, 
Lexington, Kentucky, will necessitate immediate 
preparations and advertisement in order to begin 
University work by September, 1908, an emergency 
is hereby declared to exist, and this act shall take 
effect from and after its passage and approval.

CHAPTER 4. 



Penalty for 
adulteration. 



AN ACT for preventing the manufacture and sale of adulterated 
or misbranded foods, drugs, medicines and liquors, and pro- 
viding penalties for violations thereof. 

Be it enacted hy the General Assembly of the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky: 

§ 1. That it shall be unlawful for any person^ 
persons, .firm or corporation within this State ta 
manufacture for sale, produce for sale, expose for 
sale, have in his or their possession for sale or to 
sell any article of food or drug which is -adulterated 
or misbrandeld within the meaning of thisi act; and 
any person or persons, firm or corporation who shall 
manufacture for sale, expo-se for sale, have in his 
or their possession for sale or sell any article of 
food or drug which is adulterated or misbranded 
within the meaning of this act shall be fined not less 
than ten dollars- nor more than one hundred dollars^ 
or be imprisoned not to exceed fifty days or both 
such fine and imprisonment. Provided, That no 
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article of food or drug shall be deemed misbranded 
or adulterated mthin the provisions of this act when 
intended for shipment to any other State or country, 
when such article is not adulterated or misbranded 
in conflict with the laws of the United States; but 
if said article shall be in fact sold or offered for sale 
for domestic use or consumption within this State, 
then this proviso shall not exempt said article from 
the operations of any of the other provisions of this 
act. 

§ 2. That the term food, as used in this act, shall ^^^^Jl^^^ ?»* 
include every article used for or entering into the 
composition of food or drink for man or domestic 
animals, including all liquors. 

§3. For the purpose of this act, an article of .statement to. 

•^ TT .-1 TT 8»ve names of 

food shall be deemed misbranded: substances. 

First. If the package or label shall bear any state- 
ment purporting to name any ingredient or substance 
as not being contained in such article, which state-^ 
ment shall not be true in any part; or any statement 
purporting to name the substances of which such 
article is made, which statement shall not give fully 
the name or names of all substances contained in any 
measurable quantity. 

Second. If it is labeled or branded in imitation 
of or sold under the name of another article, or is 
an imitation either in package or label of another i.abei must 
substance of a previously established name; or if 
it be labeled or branded so as to deceive or mislead 
the purchaser or consumer with respect to where the 
article was made or as to it® true nature and sub- 
!&tance, or as to any identifying term whatsoever 
whereby the purchaser or consumer might suppose the 
article to possess any property or degree of purity 
or quality which the article does not possess. 

Third. If in the case of certified milk, it be sold j^jj^ 
as or labeled '^certified milk,'' and it has not been 
so certified under rules and regulations by any county 
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medical society, or if when so certified it is not up 
to that degree of purity and quality necessary for 
infant feeding. 

Fourth. If it be misrepresented as to weight or 
measure or, if where the length of time the product 
has been ripened, aged or stored, or if where the 
length of time it has been kept in tin or other recep- 
tacle, tends to render the article unwholesome, the 
facts of such excessive storage, ripening, aging or 
packing are not plainly made known to the purchaser 
and to the consumer. 

Fifth. If the package containing it or its label 
shall bear any statement, design, or device regarding 
the ingredients or the substances contained therein^ 
which statement, design or device shall be false or 
to^u'^u^orr* *^ misleading in any particular. Provided, That arti- 
cles of liquor which do not contain any added poison- 
ous or deleterious ingredients shall not be deemed to 
be adulterated or misbranded within the provisions, 
of this act, in the case of articles labeled, branded 
or tagged so as to plainly indicate that they are 
compounds, imitations, or blends, and the word 
'^compound,'' ''imitation,*' or ''blend,'* as the case 
may be, is plainly stated on the package in which 
it is offered for sale. Provided, That the term blend 
as used herein shall be construed to mean a mixture 
of like substances, not excluding harmless coloring 
and flavoring ingredients used for the purpose of 
coloring and flavoring only. 

darned ldu1. § *• F^r t^^ purpose of this act, an article of food 
terated. shall be deemed to be adulterated: 

First. If any substance or substances be mixed 
or packed with it so as to reduce, lower or injuriously 
affect its quality or strength. 

Second. If any substance be substituted wholly 
or packed with it so as to reduce, lower, or injuriously 

Third. If any valuable constituent of the article 
has been wholly or in part abstracted; or if the 
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product is below that standard of quality represented 
to the purchaser or consumer. 

Fourth. If it is mixed, colored, coated, polished, 
powdered, or stained whereby damage is concealed, 
or if it is made to appear better or of greater value 
than it is, or if it is colored or flavored in imitation 
of the genuine color or flavor of another substance 
of a previously established name.

which may render such article injurious to health, terated. 
or if it contains any antiseptic or preservative which 
may render such article injurious to health, or any 
other antiseptic or preservative not evident or not 
plainly stated on the main label of the package. 

. Sixth. If it consists of or is manufactured from 
in whole or in part of a diseased, contaminated, 
filthy or decomposed substance, either animal or vege- 
table, unfit for food, or an animal or vegetable sub- 
stance produced, stored, transported or kept in vT, 
condition that would render the article diseased, con- 
taminated or unwholesome, or if it is any part the 
product of a diseased animal, or the product of an 
animal that has died otherwise than by slaughter, or 
that been fed upon the offal from a slaughter- 
house, or if it is the milk from an animal fed upon 
a substance unfit for food for dairy animals or from 
an animal kept and milked in a filthy or a con- 
taminated stable or in surroundings that would ren- 
der the milk contaminated. Provided, That any 
article of food which may be adulterated and not 
misbranded within the meaning of this act, and which 
does not contain any added poisonous or deleterious 
ingredient and which is not otherwise adulterated 
within the meaning of paragraLphs four, five and 
six of section four of this act, or which does not 
contain any filler or ingredient which debases with- 
out adding food value, can be manufactured or sold, 
if the same be labeled, branded or tagged so as to 
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show the exact character thereof. And all such labels 
and all labeling of packages provided for in any 
provisions of this act shall be on the main label of each 
package and in such position and character of type 
and terms as will be plainly seen, read and under- 
stood by the purchaser or consumer. Provided fur- 
ther, That nothing* in this act shall be construed as 
requiring or compelling the proprietors, manufac- 
turers or sellers of proprietary foods' which contain 
no unwholesome' substances or ingredients to disclose 
their trade formulas except in so far as the provisions 
of this (act) require to secure freedom from adultera- 
tion, imitation or misbranding. But in the case of 
baking powders, every can or other package shall be 
labeled so as to show clerely the name of the acid salt 
which shall be plainly stated in tte face of the label to 
formulas. show whcthor such salt is cream of tartar, phosphate 

or alum. Provided further, That nothing in this act 
shall be construed to prohibit the manufacture or 
sale of oleomargarine, butterine, or kindred com- 
pounds in a separate and distinct form, and in such 
manner as will advise the consumer of the real 
character, free from coloration or ^ingredient that 
causes it to look like butter.

the latest revisions of the United States Pharma- 
copoeia or National Formulary for internal or exter- 
nal use, and any substance intended to be used for 
the cure, mitigation or prevention of diseases either 
of man or other animal, and shall include paris green 
and all other insecticides and fungicides. 

When drugs § 6. That f Or the purpose of this act, an article 
tera?e*d. ^ " ' of ^Tug shall be deemed to be adulterated : 

First. If, when a drug is sold under or by the 
name recognized in the United States Pharmacopoeia 
or National Formulary, it differs from the standard 
of strength, quality or purity, as determined by the 
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tests laid down in the United States Pharmacopoeia 
or National Formulary official at the time of investi- 
gation. Provided, That no drug defined in the United 
States Pharmacopoeia or National Formulary shall 
be deemed to be adulterated under this provision if 
the standard of strength, quality, or purity be plainly 
stated upon the bottle, box, or other container thereof, 
although the standard may differ from that made by 
the test laid down in the United States Pharmacopoeia 
or National Formulary. 

Second. If the strength or purity fall below the 
professed standard or quality under which it is sold. 

Third. If in putting up any drug, medicine or 
preparation, proprietary or otherwise, used in medi- 
cal practice, or if in making up a prescription or 
filling an order for drugs, medicines or preparations, 
proprietary or otherwise, one article is substituted 
or dispensed for a different article for or in lieu of of^drngs."****"* 
the .article prescribed, ordered and demanded, or if 
a greater or less quantity of any ingredient specified 
in such prescription, order or demand, is used than 
that prescribed, ordered or demanded, or if it deviates 
from the terms of the prescription, order or demand 
by substituting one drug .for another. Provided, 
That except in the case of physician's prescriptions 
nothing herein shall be deemed or construed to pre- 
vent or impair or in any manner affect the right 
of the druggist or pharm>acist, or other person to 
recommend the purchase of an article other than 
tRat ordered, required or demanded, but of a similar 
nature, or to sell such article in lieu of an article 
ordered, required or demanded, with the knowledge 
and consent of the customer. 

§ 7. For the purpose of this act, an article of drug <^««"ed mia. 
shall be deemed to be misbranded: 

First. If the package or label bears any statement, 
design or device regarding such article of drug or 
regarding any ingredient or substaace contained 
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therein which shall be false or misleading in any- 
particular, or if it is falsely branded as to State, 
territory or country in which it is manufactured or 
produced. 

Second. If it be an imitation of or offered for 

sale under the name of another article, or if it be 

labeled, branded, or in any (way) repreganted or sold 

so as to deceive or mislead the purchaser or cou- 

. sumer as to the quality, purity or medicinal value. 

When "drugs'* Third. If the contents of the package as originally 
branded. ' put up, ' or the couteuts of the package, box, bottle, 

phial, can or other container, sold or exposed for sale, 
delivered, given away, shipped or offered for ship- 
ment, shall have been removed in whole or in part, 
and other contents shall have been placed in such 
package or box, phial, can or other container, or if 
when a package or container has been once emptied 
and new contents placed therein all original labels, 
marks, brands and identifying marks are not entirely 
removed or effaced and new labels, marks and brands 
truthfully describing the new product or products 
( affixed. Provided, That su'ch new contents ^hsill not 

be like or similar to said original contents. 

Fourth. If the package, box, bottle, phial, can or 
other container shall fail to bear a statement on the 
label of the quantity or proportion of any alcohol, 
morphine, opium, cocaine, heroin, alpha or beta 
eucaine, chloroform, cannabis indica, chloral hydrate, 
or acetanilide, or any derivative, or any preparation 
of any such substances contained therein. Provided, 
That nothing in this paragraph shall be construed to 
apply to the dispensing of prescriptions written by 
a regularly licensed practicing physician, veterinary 
surgeon or dentist and kept on file by the dispensing 
pharmacist or to such drugs as are recognized in the 
United States Pharmacopoeia and the National Form- 
ulary, and which are sold under the name by which 
they are recognized ; and Provided further. That this 
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provision shall not be construed as repealing or in 
conflict with any statute which prohibits the sale of 
certain drugs except upon a prescription of a physi- 
cian; and Provided further, That nothing in this 
act shall be construed as repealing any acts regulat- 
ing the practices of medicine or pharmacy not in con- 
flict herewith ; Provided further, That no prescription Refining pre- 
shall be knowingly refilled except for the person for scriptions. 
whbm it was written. 

§ 8. It shall be the duty of the Director of the Duty of 
Kentucky Agricultural Exiperiment Station, or under p.er?mcn*t sta- *" 
his direction, the head of the division of food inspec- 
tion of the said station, to make or cause to be made 
examinations of samples of food and drugs manu- 
factured or on sale in Kentucky at such time -and 
place and to such extent as he may determine. He 
shall also make, or cause to be made, analysis of 
any sample of food or drug which the State Board 
of Health or the State Board of Pharmacy may sus- 
pect of being adulterated or misbranded, and of any 
sample of food or drug furnished by any Common- 
wealth's, county or city attorney of this State. And 
the said director m<ay appoint such lagent or agents 
as he may deem necessary, who shall have free access 
at all reasonable hours for the purpose of examining 
into places wherein ainy food or drug product is being 
produced, manufactured, prepared, kept or offered 
for sale, for the purpose of determining as to whether 
or not any of the provisions of this act ^are being 
violated, and such agent or agents upon tendering 
the market price of any article may take from any 
person, firm or other corporation, a sample of any 
article desired for examination. 

The Director of said Experiment Station is hereby ^.^ower of

empowered to adopt and fix the methods by which {•on"'fo"*fix*^" 
the samples taken under the provisions of this act ^^^"^^'^^s- 
shall be analyzed or examined, and to adopt and fix 
standards of purity, quality or strength, when such 
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standards are necessary or are not specified or fixed 
herein or by statute. Provided, That such standards 
shall be published for the information sand guidance 
of the trade. Provided further, That for the pur- 
pose of uniformity, when such standards so fixed 
differ from the legally adopted standards of the 
United States Department of Agri-culture, the director 
of said station shall arrange for a conference between 
the proper food control representatives of the United 
States Department of Agriculture and the director 
of said station and the representatives of the trade 
to be affected, for the purpose of arriving, if possi- 
ble, at a uniform state and national standard. Pro- 
vided further, That in the case of final dispute the 
validity of such standards adopted by the director 
of said station shall be determined by the Courts 
under the rules of evidence. And Provided further, 
That when the standard or nomenclature for any food 
or food product has been determined by the Supreme 
Court of the United States such standard or nomen- 
clature 'Shall govern in the enforcement of the pro- 
visions of this act. Provided further, That all 
rulings pertaining to sanitation under this act shall 
be collaborated in connection with the State Board 
of Health. And provided further. That at the regu- 
lar annual meetings of the Kentucky Pharmaceutical 
association and the Kentucky State Medical associ- 
ation each of said associations shall elect one repre- 
sentative, which representatives, together with the 
director of said station shall make and establish all 
rules and regulations for the governing and carrying

ined and found to be adulterated or misbranded in 
violation of this act, the Director shall certify the 
facts to the Commonwealth's attorney of the district, 
or to the county attorney of ^the county, or the city 
attorney of any city or town, in which the said adul-

terated or misbranded food or drug product was 
found, together with a istatement of the results of 
the ^examination of said article of food or drug, duly 
authenticated by the analyst under oath and taken 
before some officer of this Commonwealth authorized 
to adminisiter an oath having a seal. And it shall 
be the duty of every Commonwealth's attorney, county ^ 
attorney and city attorney to whom the Director of 
said station shall report any violation of this act

And said guaranty, properly signed by the whole- 
saler, jobber or manufacturer or other party resid- 
ing within this State from whom the holder of the 
guaranty may have purchased the article or articles 
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complained of, and containing the full name and 
address of the party or parties making the sale of 
such article to the holder of the guaranty, and in the 
absence of any proof that the article or articles 
complained of were adulterated or misbranded after 
they had been received by the holder of the guaranty, 
shall be a bar to prosecution of the holder of such 
guaranty under the provisions of this act. 

§ 14. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are hereby repealed, but this said act shall 
not be construed to repeal Chapter 48 of the acts 
of the General Assembly of 1906, entitled, ''An Act 
to regulate the sale of concentrated commercial feed- 
ing stuffs, defining same and fixing penalties' for 
violations thereof.'' 

So much of this act as relates to drugs iand liquors 
shall not take effect until on and after January 1, 1909.

CHAPTER 5. 

AN ACT for the benefit of the three State Educational Institutions, viz. : 
State University, Normal High School, Eastern Kentucky State 
Normal School and Western Kentucky State Nonnal School ; appro- 
priating money for the erection of necessary buildings ; furnishing 
necessary equipment ; purchasing necessary additional grounds and 
providing additional revenues for the maintenance of each of 
the said institutions, and amending the laws with reference 
thereto. 



Preamble. 



Whereas, The educational interest of the State of 
Kentucky de^uands the State University, Lexins^tor, 
Kentucky, as successor to the Agricultural and 
Mechanical College, and each of the two State Normal 
Schools be furnished with grounds, buildings and 
other necessary equipment, so as to enable each to do 
educational work needed by the Commonwealth of 
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Kentucky and of the rank and dignity of correspond- 
ing institutions of other states ; and 

Whereas, The financial condition of the State is 
such that the necessary improvements can be made 
without materially impairing the revenues thereof: 
Therefore, 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky: 

§ 1. That the sum of two hundred thousand dol- ^wo hundred 
lars, or as much as may be necessary thereof, be an<i ia?s"*\porop?iat- 
the same is hereby appropriated for the benefit of the universCy.*"^ 
State University, Lexington, Kentucky, for the pur- 
pose of paying the outstanding indebtedness hereto- 
fore incurred for the erection of necessary buildings 
and equipment of same on the grounds owned by the 
said institution, and for the erection and equipment 
of a suitable building for the department of Mining 
Engineering, Civil Engineering and Physics'; also

CHAPTER 6. 

AX ACT to amend Sections 683 and 684 Kentucky Statutes. 

Be it enacted by the General Assemhly of the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky: 



Organization

§1. That sections 683 and 684 of the Kentucky 
Statutes be amended and re-enacted so as to read 
as follows: 

^^§683. When the articles are filed and recorded 
oth?r"han life. ^^ providcd, aud the corporators desire to proceed to 

organize such company, they shall publish their in- 
tention in a newspaper published (in) the county in 
which said company is to be organized, or having 
general circulation therein, published in this State;

and when such intention has been published in said 
paper for two consecutive weeks, they may open 
books to receive subscriptions to the capital stock, and 
keep such books open until the amount required by 
this law is subscribed; or in case the business of such 
company is proposed to be conducted on the plan of 
mutual insurance, then to open books to receive 
propositions and enter into agreements in the manner 
and to the extent specified in the 684th section and 
may then proceed to distribute the stock among the 
subscribers!, if more than the necessary amount is 
subscribed, and proceed to collect in the said capital 
and complete the organization of the company. When 
the capital stock named in the charter has been sub- 
scribed and paid in, the corporators shall so notify 
the Commissioner, and shall furnish him with proof 
of the publication of notice required by this section, 
and the Commissioner shall then make, or caused to 
be made, an examination of (the company as pro- 
vided, and issue his certificate authorizing the cor- 
poration to commence business, if the requirements of 
the law have been complied with. ' ' 

§ 2. That section 684 of the Kentucky Statutes be 
amended by striking out of said section (the words 
*'one hundred, '* and inserting the word ** fifty," so 
that said section as amended and re-enacted will read : 

' ' § 684. No stock company shall be incorporated ^uccf!**^ 
under this law with a smaller capital than fifty 
thousand dollars, which stock shall be divided into 
shares of one hundred dollars each, nor shall any 
company on the plan of mutual insurance commence 
business in this State until agreement has been 
entered into, for insurance with at least two hundred 
applicants, the premiums on which shall amount to not 
less than one hundred thousand dollars, of which at 
least fifty thousand dollars shall have been paid in in 
cash, and notes of solvent parties founded on actual 
and bona fide applications for assurance shall have 
been received for the remainder. No one of the notes 
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received as aforesaid, shall amount to more than five 
hundred dk)llars, and no two shall be given for the 
same risk, or be made by the same person or firm, 
except where the whole amount of such notes shall not 
exceed five hundred dollars ; nor shall any notQ. be 
represented as capital stock unless a policy be issued 
upon the s>ame within thirty days- after the organiza- 
tion of the company, upon a risk which shall be for no 
shorter period than twelve months. Each of said 
notes shall be payable in part or in whole at any time 
when the directors shall deem the same requisite for 
the payment of the losses by fire, or inland naviga- 
tion, or such incidental expenses as may be necessary 
for transacting the expenses of said company. And 
no note shall be accepted as part of such capital stock 
unless the same shall be accompanied by a certificate 
of a justice of the peace of the precinct where the per- 
son making such note shall reside, that the person 
making the ^ same, is, in his opinion, pecuniarily 
responsible for the same, and no such note 
shall be surrendered during the life of the 
policy for which it was given. Mutual fire 
insurance companies organized under this law, 
or any law of this State, may charge and collect 
in advance upon their policies, a full annual 
premium in cash, but such policies shall not compel 
subscribers, insured or assured, to renew any policy 
nor pay a second or further annual or term premium. 
Any such company must, in its by-laws and its poli- 
cies, fix, by a uniform rule, the contingenf mutual 
liability of its members for the paymenl; of losses and 
expenses, and such contingent liabilities shall not be 
less than three nor more than five annual cash pre- 
miums as written in this policy; but such liability 
shall cease with the expiration of the time for which 
a cash premium has been paid in advance, except for 
liability incurred during that time." 

§ 3. All laws or parts of laws in conflict herewith 
Repeal. ^j,^ hereby repealed. 
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§ 4. Owing to the fact that these amendments are ^"^ergcncy. 
needed in order that fire insurance companies may be 
organized at once within the State to give to the citi- 
zens of the State fire insurance upon tjieir property, 
a large amount of which is now uninsured, an 
emergency is hereby declared to exist and this act 
shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

CHAPTER 7. 



AN ACT to amend an act entitled "An act for the benefit of 
the Kentucky Childrens' Home Society. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky: 

§ 1. That section one of said act which reads as 
follows : 

^*That there is hereby appropriated out of any 
money in the Treasury, not otherwise appropriated, 
the sum of Fifteen Thousand Dollars per annum pay- 
able annually for the benefit of the Children's Home 
Society, and the Auditor of Public Accounts be, and 
he is hereby authorized and directed to draw his war- 
rants upon the Treasury annually in favor of the 
Treasurer of the Kentucky Children's Home Society 
for the sum of Fifteen Thousand Dollars. 

Provided, no part of said appropriation shall be 
paid unless there has been executed on the part of anTended 
said Society, a bond to the Commonwealth of Ken- 
tucky with good and sufficient security, stipulating 
and providing that all of said sums of money so ap- 
propriated shall be applied to the purposes of the 
charter of said Society, that is, to the care, support 
and maintenance of homeless and destitute children

same, and a failure to do so to be a forfeiture thereof. 
Said bond to be approved by the Auditor of Public 
Accounts and kept as a record in his oflSce. If any 
part of said appropriation be not so applied, that all 
of such part thereof as may be unexpended shall be 
returned to and covered into the State Treasury.

AN ACT to amend section 3 of an act of the General Assembly 
of Commonwealth of Kentucky, approved March 21, 1906, 
entitled "An act permitting j^ersons to combine or pool their 
crops of wheat, tobacco and other products and sell same as 
a whole and making contracts in pursuance thereof valid, being 
Chapter 117 of the Acts of the General Assembly of the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky for the year 1906." 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky: 

§ 1. That section 3 of an act entitled, An act per- 
mitting persons to combine or pool their crops of 
wheat, tobacco and other products and sell same as a 
whole, and making contracts in pursuance thereof 
valid, approved March 21, 1906, being Chapter 117 of 
the acts of the General Assembly of the Common- 
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wealth of Kentucky for the year 1906, be and the same 
is hereby amended and re-enacted so as to read as 

follows : 

Such persons so entering into such an agreement or 
contract as is set out in the foregoing sections are 
hereby permitted to select an agent or agents through 
or by or with whom said parties so entering into such 
agreement may classify, grade, store, hold, sell, or 
dispose of said crop, or any of them, and said agent 
or agents shall have the right to take, receive, hold, 
store, classify, grade, sell or dispose of said crop so 
placed in said agreement, for the purpose of ac- 
complishing the object of such combination or agree- 
ment between such principals, and contracts and 
agreements entered into by such agent or agents for 
the purpose of classifying, grading, storing, holding, 
selling or disposing of said crop so combined, united 
or pooled, either in parcel or as a whole, are hereby 
permittejl, and shall not, because of any such combina- 
tion or purposie of such original agreement of such 
principals so entering into said combination, or of 
such agent or agents, be declared illegal or invalid. 
All contracts heretofore made by any person or per- 
sons for the purposes set out in the foregoing sec- 
tions are hereby declared valid, if otherwise legally injunction 
binding on the parties. To prevent any breach or ^reve"/'*breach 
violation of any contract made for the purposes set ^^ <^<^°*'^*^^ 
out in the foregoing sections a restraining order and 
writ of injunction may be issued by proper oflScer, 
as prescribed in the Civil Code of Practice. 

For any breach or violation of any contract entered 
into for the purposes set out in the foregoing sections, 
the injured party may recover the damages sustained ^ Damages may

if the party complaining shall succeed in doing so, 
which may be recovered in the same action or original 
proceeding. Said agent when so selected as herein 
provided shall have the sole right to sell said crop so 
pooled or combined, and it shall be unlawful for any 
owner of such crop to sell or dispose of same and for 
any person to knowingly purchase the same without 
the written consent of such agent, and upon convic- 
tion thereof he'ot they shall be fined in any sum or 
amount not exceeding $250.00 for each offense, to be 
fixed by the jury in their discretion. 

§ 2. Whereas, many crops of tobacco and other 
products have been combined and pooled in this State, 
under contract and agreement entered into for the 
purposes set out in the above section, an emergency is 
now declared to exist, which requires that this act 
should and it shall take effect from and after its 
passage and approval by the Governor.

CHAPTER 9. 



AN ACT to prevent the sale or transfer of Personal Property 
where the posesslon is In one person and the Title thereto is 
vested in another. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky:

§ 1. It shall be unlawful for any person having the 
possession of personal property, the title to which is 
vested in another to sell or otherwise dispose of such 
property without the written consent of the person in 
whom the title is vested. Any person guilty of such 
offense shall be fined not less than One Hundred 
Dollars, nor more than Five Hundred Dollars for each 
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offense. Any person having notice of the manner in 
which such property is held, who shall purchase it of 
the person having the possession thereof, or of any 
other person, without the written consent of the per- 
son in whom the title is vested, shall be fined not less 
than One Hundred Dollars, nor more than One 
Thousand Dollars for each offense. 

§ 2. An emergency exists for the immediate opera- 
tion pi this law, therefore, the same shall be in force 
from and after its enactment.

AN ACT relating to assessment of property for taxation. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Com- 
tnonwealth of Kentucky:

<30unty court of any county in this Commonwealth, ^^"^^^n^^^ 
that the tax books, or schedules of any assessment, *« ^^^ 
shall have been duly returned by the county assessor 
of such county to the county clerk, and that the same 
shall have been destroj^ed by fire, or shall otherwise 
have become lost, mutilated or destroyed, and it shall 
also appear that the same is true of the tax books, or 
schedules for the previous year, then it shall be lawful 
for the county judge of the county court in sfuch 
<50unty, to immediately cause the county assessor to 
make another assessment of the county, and this 
the county judge shall do by making an order on 
his order book, directing the county assessor to make 
«uch assessment, which assessment he shall complete, 
-and return the tax books and schedules to the county 
<5lerk, within ninety days from the making of the 
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Emergency. 



order directing him so to do. The assessor, in mak- 
ing such assessment, shall be governed by the same 
laws regulating the assessment of property which 
were in force September 1st, immediately preceding 
such assessment. The assessor shall receive tha 
same compensation for his services in making said 
assessment, and allowed and paid in the same waj^- 
as is now provided by law; but this s-hall in nowise 
affect in «any manner the payment to him of any sal- 
ary which he has received, or may be iiue him, for 
services in making the assessment so burned, lost, 
mutilated or destroyed. Upon the return of the tax. 
books and schedules bv the assessor to the count v 
clerk, of such assessment, the county juJge in such 
county shall immedialely reconvene the board of^ 
county supervisors, who shall supervise said assess- 
ment, as is now provided by law for the supervis- 
ing of regular assessments, and the duties of the 
county clerk relative to said assessment shall be the 
same as of a regular assessment. 

§ 2. All acts and parts of acts, in conflict with 
this aet, are hereby repealed. 

§ 3. That the provisions of this act shall become 
operative at as early a date as possible, an emer- 
gency is declared to exist, and, therefore, this act 
shall take effect from and after its passage.

Whereas, The Congress of the United States pass- 
ed an act, entitled ''An act to provide for an in- 
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creased annual appropriation for Agricultural Exper- 
iment Stations and regulating* the expemditure 
thereof/' approved March 16, 1906; and

of money authorized by the said act are made sub- "^^"^

Whereas, The last Legislature of this State had 
adjourned prior to March 16, 1906 ; and 

Whereas, The Governor of the State certified to 
the Secretary of the Treasury that the Legislature 
was not in session and accepted the provisions of 
said act for this State until the meeting of the next 
Legislature ; therefore. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky: 

§ 1. That the assent of the legislature of this i^^^^l^c^ 
Commonwealth be, and is hereby, given to the pro- ^''^'^' 
visions of the act, entitled **An act to provide for an 
increased annual appropriation for Agricultural Ex- 
periment Stations and regulating the expenditures 
thereof. ' ' 

§ 2. That the Governor of this Commonwealth 
send a certified copy thereof to the Secretary of the 
Treasury of the United States.

AN ACT to encourage the establishment and maintenance by 
private contribution, of Sanatoria in the (Commonwealth of 
Kentucky for the care and treatment of persons suffering from 
Pulmonary Tubereuloeis , commonly known as consumption, 
and to make an appropriation to assist such Sanatoria as may 
be already established in Kentucky and those that may here- 
after be established. 

Preamble. Whekeas, pulmonary tuberculosis, commonly known 

as consumption by its wide-spread distribution 
throughout this Commonwealth is causing untold 
suffering and distress; is affecting the health, pros- 
perity and general welfare of the citizens of the 
Commonwealth; is draining the resources of individ- 
uals; is causing an appalling waste of human life; 
and — 

Whebeas, modern medical science has demonstrat- 
ed the certainty of minimizing the ravages of this 
disease by measures of education, sanitary super- 
vision, isolation and early outdoor medical treat- 
ment as now successfully practiced in Sanatoria for 
the treatment and cure of the disease, located in 
other States and Countries, and 

Whereas, many citizens of the County of Jeffer- 
son have organized under the laws of this Common- 
wealth, a corporation known as the Association Sana- 
torium, and have established and are now maintain- 
ing a Sanatorium for the treatment of persons suf- 
fering from consumption, in the county of Jefferson; 
and, 

Whereas, said Association has already expended 
the sum of Twenty-eight Thousand ($28,000.00) 
Dollars, raised by private contribution in Estab- 
lishing said sanatorium ; and. 

Whereas, said Association Sanatorium has pro- 
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vided in its Articles of Incorporation that said s»ana- 
torium shall never be operated for profit, and is 
caring for consumptives under its care at less than 
the cost of maintenance ; and, 

Whebeas, unless- the Commonwealth extends to 
said Sanatorium anJd to like sanatoria for the care 
and treatment of consumptives, established ithrough- 
out the Commonwealth, financial aid, it will be very 
difficult, if not impossible, to continue to maintain 
said Sanatorium or to secure the establishment of 
any other similar sanatoria in the Commonwealth: 
and, 

Whebeas, it is in the interest of the public health 
and welfare that the .said Association Sanatorium 
established in the County of Jefferson be aide^ 
the Commonwealth of Kentucky^ and that the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky grant financial aid to any and 
all other isanatoria for the treatment of consumption, 
that may be established in this Commonwealth by 
private contribution, conditioned that the Articles 
of Incorporation under which it or they may be es- 
tablished shall provide that it or they shall never 
be operated for profit, and to the end that the waste 
of human life by consumption may be minimized 
and ultimately stamped out in this Commonwealth; 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky :

§10. The Board of Penitentiary (Prison) Com- contracts to be 
missioners shall employ a competent architect to ^^^^^^^^ ^°^^®* ^*^- 
draw plans and specifications for such buildings and 
improvements as are herein provided for, and shall 
advertise for bids and shall let the contract or con- 
tnaots to the lowest and best bidder.

Any inmate so sentenced who may be incorrigible, 
or whose contact with the other inmates may be 
detrimental, may by the order of Board of Commis- 
sioners be transferred to a State Penitentiary. 

Courts of Jurisdiction shall fix lan indeterminate 
sentence for minor offenders which shall keep such 
offenders in confinment until they have reached the 
age of 21 years, but such offenders by reason of 
good conduct, industry and obedience to rules of the 
Institution may be earlier discharged or paroled by 
Board of Commissioners. 

The Board of Commissioners may make any con- 
tracts miaide or to be made for the hire and employ- 
ment of the inmates, and is hereby made legal. All 
contracts (acts) in conflict with provision of this con- 
tract (act) is (are) hereby repealed.

If such receipt be lost or 
destroyed, it shall be the duty of the warehousemen to

for purposes of light, heat and power and which 
shall be engaged or which shall hereafter desire to 
engage in the business of the transmission of such 
electricity, after making just compensation shall have 
the right to construct and maintain transmission lines 
for use in the transmission and distribution of elec- 
tricity, on, along or across any high-way, public roa<i 
or turnpike, and over, under or across any of the 
waters of this State, and to construct and maintain 
along any highway, public road or turnpike, all such 
erections and ^appliances as shall be necessary to 
transform, convert and apply such electricity to the 
purposes of lighting, heating and power, and to dis- 
tribute and deliver same to the persons, firms and 
public or private corporations using the same; Pro- 
vided, That the fixtures of said company shall not 
interfere with, obstruct or endanger the travel on and 
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along said highways, public roads or turnpikes, nor 
obstruct the navigation of said waters, and that the 
location of all transmission lines shall be subject to 
the reasonable direction and regulation of the authori- 
ties having control of the highways, public roads, 
turnpikes and waters through and over which such 
lines are constructed, or proposed to be constructed 
and, shall be so located as not to interfere with exist- 
ing telegraph or telephone lines pr their use: And,, 
provided further, that nothing in this act shall be 
construed to prevent the property owners from ob- 
taining damages for such rights. 

§ 2. If such firm, person or corporation cannot condeSlfiio^n. 
obtain the rights of way for said transmission and 
distribution by contract, then the compensation to be 
paid therefor shall be ascertained and paid in the 
manner as provided in sections 835 to 840 inclusive, of 
the Kentucky Statutes for the condemnation of the 
land by railroad companies. 

§ 3. The provisions of this act shall not apply to 
any incorporated town or city nor to any line of rail- 
way operated by steam, electricity, or other motive 
power.

Provided, That the provisions of this act shall not 
apply to any s^tream that has been declared by the 
General Assembly of the Commonwealth of Kentucky 
to be a navigable stream, to the extent of the part 
thereof that has been so declared navigable, nor shall 
it apply to tany stream emptying into a navigable 
stream up to the highest point thereon reached by 
back water from such navigable stream, provided the 
back water in the stream, to be exempted from this 
act, reaches a point thereon five miles or more above 
its confluence.** 

§ 2. All acts or parts of acts in conflict with this 
act are hereby repealed.

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CHAPTER 24. 

AN ACT providing for remaval of the remains of Thos. F. 
Marshall, and making an appropriation for the expense thereof. 

Whereas, the remains of Thomas Francis Mar- 
shall lie buried on a farm once owned by him 
about two miles from Versailles, Ky., and which is 
about to be sold, and said Marshall left no lineal 
descendants, and 

Whereas, the said Marshall was several times a 
member of the General Assembly of Kentucky, a 
member of the Federal Congress from the Ashland 
District, a distinguished ofiScer of the Mexican war, 
and one of the famous orators of the nation, whose 
life-history sheds lustre upon this, his native State, 
and his collateral kinspeople now living favor this act, 
therefore 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky: 

§ 1. That the Auditor of Public Accounts be, and 
he is hereby, directed to cause the remains of said 
Marshall to be exhumed, and re-interred in the 
Cemetery at Frankfort, in the plat where other Mexi- 
can War veterans lie buried, and to cause his name 
and rank thus '^Captain Thos. F. Marshall'* to be 
carved at a proper place upon the monument marking 
said burial-place, and he is directed to draw his war- 
rant upon the Treasurer for a sum not exceedins^ 
one hundred dollars, payable out of any money in the 
Treasury not otherwise appropriated, in payment of 
the expense incident to so doing.

AN ACT amending an Act entitled: "An Act for the government 
of cities of the fourth class." Approved June 28, 1893. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky: 

§ 1. That an act entitled /'An act for the govern- 
ment of cities of the fourth class'' and approved 
June 28, 1893, be, and the same is hereoy amended by 
5.triking out section 35 of said act, said section being 
section 3517 of the Kentucky Statutes, and inserting 
in lieu thereof the following, \ iz. : 

'*§ 3517. All fines and forfeitures recovered in any Fines to be

court, the prosecution of which ori^R^ated in the 
Police Court, in the name of or in favor of the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky, for violation of the penal 
laws committed within said city's* police jurisdiction, 
are hereby granted to the city without regard to 
which court the final judgment is rendered in, ^and 
when collected either in the Police Court, the Circuit 
Court of the county in which said city is located, or in 
the Court of Appeals, after payment of all fees and 
costs, the proceeds of said judgment shall be paid 1o 
the Treasurer of said city. When an appeal is taken 
from a judgment of \a police court under the penal 
laws of Kentucky, it shall be the duty of the City At- 
torney of said city to represent the Commonwealth in 
said case in any court to which it may be appealei, 
and it shall not be the duty of the Commonwealth's 
Attorney or County Attorney to so represent the 
Commonwealth in such appealed case or cases. Wlieii 
judgment is rendered in favor of the Commonwealt.a 
in such appealed cases it shall be the duty of the City 
Attorney to take all steps necessary for the collec*.- 
tion of said fine or forfeiture and for the enforce 
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ment of said judgment. When in the enforcement cf 
a judgment in a case appealed from the Police Court 
it is necessary to imprison the defendant, the cost of 
the imprisonment shall be paid by the city. ' ' 

§ 2. All acts and parts of acts in conflict with this 
act are hereby repealed. 

Emergency. § 3. Whereas, a large uumbor of cases under the 
penal laws of the State have been, and are beinic, 
appealed from the police courts of cities of the fourth 
class, which will prevent said cities from collecting 
the judgments herein granted them, an emergency is 
declared to exist, and this act shall take effect im- 
mediately upon its approval by the Grovernor.

CHAPTER 26. 

AN AC5T to amend Section 1882 of Chapter 52, Article 5, of the 
Kentucky Statutes, Carroll's edition of 1903, entitled: Fiscal 
Courts. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky: 

That section 1882, article 5, chapter 52 of the Ken- 
tucky Statutes, Carroll's edition of 1903 be amended 
as follows: 

In the sixth line of said section after the word 
^'Kentucky," omit the period, and insert a comma, 
and the following words: *'or said poll tax of one 
dollar and fifty cents or less, may be applied to the 
maintenance of the public roads of the respective 
counties of this Commonwealth, and when so applied 
the Fiscal Court shall enter an order to that effect.'' 
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So that said section as amended shall read as follows : 

''The Court of Claims or levy, or Fiscal court, of le^^tax^Sr*** 
each county in this Commonwealth is hereby ^o*<* purposes. 
authorized to levy and collect a poll and ad valorem 
tax to pay off the existing current indebtednesSj and 
to defray the current and necessary expenses of the 
respective counties of the Commonwealth of Ken- 
tucky, or said poll tax of one dollar and fifty cents or 
less may be applied to the maintenance of the public 
roads of the respective counties of this Common- 
wealth, and when so applied the Fiscdi Court shall 
enter lan order to that effect. But this act shall not 
be construed so as to authorize the Court of Claims or 
Fiscal Court of any county to levy a tax to pay any 
railroad bonded indebtedness or any interest on any 
such indebtedness. ' That the poll tax shall not ex- 
ceed $1.50 on each male person of the age of 21 years 
or more residing in the county. The ad valorem tax 
shall not exceed 50 cents on the one hundred dollars 
worth of taxable property assessed in the county.''

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky:

out of any money in the treasury not otherwise ap- of mSnument" 
propriated, the sum of ten thousand dollars for the ""^ ^^"""^ ^^"^' 
purpose of restoring the monument to Henry Clay 
in the Lexington cemetery. Said sum to be expended, 
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together with any other sums which may be con- 
tributed from other sources, under the direction of 
the chairman of the Board of Trustees of the Lexing- 
ton Cemetery Company and that of two other per- 
sons appointed by the Grovemor, who shall act with- 
out compensation in the expenditure of same.

CHAPTER 28.

AN ACT to amend Chapter 18 of the Acts of 1906, entitled: 
"An Act creating and establishing a' Board of Commissioners 
to be knows as the Kentucky State Board of Control for 
Charitable Institutions and prescribing its duties and powers." 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky: 

% 1. That section one of an ^act creating and estab- 
to ^be"amended. lisMng a Board of Commissioners to be known as the 

Kentucky State Board of Control for Charitable 
Institutions and prescribing its duties and powers be 
amended as follows : ' ' So much of said section one, 
beginning with the words 'said Board shall consist of 
three members, to be appointed by the Governor,' and 
ending with thje words, 'and thereafter the term of 
the successors shall be f our ^ears from said date,' 
be stricken out and in lieu thereof there shall be in- 
serted in said section the following words: 'Said 
Board shall consist of four members to be appointed 
by the Governor, by and with the consent of the 
Senate, for a term of four years or until their suc- 
cessors are appointed and qualified. Provided, That 
two members of said Board shall always be selected 
consist of four from thc political party which polled the largest 

number of votes in the last preceding State election 
before said appointment is made, land two members 
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from the political party which polled the next largest 
number of votes in said preceding election. The pur- 
pose of the change in the Statute is to make said 
Board of Control bi-partisan, and it appearing thut 
as constituted at this time &aid Board of Control con- 
sists of two Democrats and one Republican, now to 
carry into effect the purposes of this change in the 
Statutes, the Governor is hereby empowered to ap- 
point one additional member of said Board who shall 
be a Repuljlican, that party having polled the greatest 
number of votes in the last preceding general Stato 
election, and whose term of ofiSce shall expire on the 
first day of January, 1911, and thereafter the term of 
his successor shall be four years from said first day 
of January, 1911." 

Said section of said act as amended shall read as 
follows : 

'^That a Board of Commissioners is iitieby created, 
to be known as the Kentucky State Board of Control 
for Charitable Institutions, to manage vand govern the 
three asylums for the insane and the Feeble Minded 
Institute, at Frankfort. Said Board shall consist of 
four members to be appointed by the Governor, by 
and with the advice of the Senate, for a term of four 
years, and until their successors are ^appointed and 
qualified. Provided, That two membersi of the said ^^^^^ ^^ 
Board shall always be selected from the political Control to coor 

•^ ^ sist of four 

party which polled the largest number of votes in the members, 
last preceding State election, before said appointment 
is Ubade, and two members from the political party 
casting the next largest number of votes in the last 
preceding election. The purpose of the change in 
the Statute is to make said Board of Control bi- 
partisian, and it appearing that as constituted at this 
time, said Board of Control consists of two Demo- 
crats and one Republican, now to carry into effect 
the purpose of this change in the Statute, the Gover- 
nor is hereby empowered to appoint one additional 
member of said Board who shall be a Republican, and 
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whose term of office shall expire on the first day of 
January, 1911, and thereafter the term oT his sucessor 
shall be four years from said first day of January, 
1911. No person shall be appointed as a member of 
the Board who has not reached the age of 25 year% 
or who has not been a citizen of the State for the last 
five years preceding his appointment. Before enter- 
mg upon the disicharge of his duties, each Commis- 
sioner shall take the oath of office required of other 
State officers, a record of which shall be entersd upon 
the Executive Journal in the Governor's office, and 
he shall execute a bond to the Commonwealth of Ken- 
tucky in fche sum of twenty-five thousand ($25,000.00) 
dollars for the faithful discharge of his duties, whicn 
bond, to be sufficient, must be approved by the Gov- 
ernor and filed in the office of thie Secretary of State. 
The Governor may, when the Senate is not in session^ 
make removals of the members of the Board for cause^ 
to be stated in writing, and may fill vacancies in the 
Board subject to the approval of the Senate when it 
convenes, and in any case of removal the Governor 
shall submit the facts and reasons to the Senate for 
its approval, and the Senate shall have power to re- 
instate such person removed/' 

§ 2. That the said act be amended as follows : 
Section 6 shall be so amended as to read: '^The 
fiscal year of the institutions shall begin July first and 
close June thirtieth, and the Superintendent and the 
Board of Control shall in the month of July, 1909^ 
and bi-ennially thereafter, make a report to the Gov- 
ernor of the condition of the institutions under their 
charge, exhibiting the amount of income and expendi- 
ture and from what source the income was received 
and for what use the expenditure was made, and the 
number of inmates received and discharged, or left 
during the year, with such other facts and suggestion*? 
as they may deem important, which report the Gover- 
nor shall communicate to the Legislature at its next 
regular session/^ 
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And that said act be further amended as follows : 

Section 9 shall be amended to read as follows: 
*'The Board of Control shall keep the buildings and 
furniture of ihe institutions constantly insured, and 
the amount of premium on each insurance shall be 
certified to the Auditor by the President and Secre- 
tary of the Board of Control and thereupon the 
Auditor shall draw his warrant for the amount of 
such premiums payable to the persons shown to be 
entitled to same by such certification. ' ' 

And that said act shall be further amended as fol- 
lows : 

Section 10 shall be amended by substituting the Receiver to 
word ^'receiver" for the word *' steward" in the latter stcwa^rdf* °^ 
part of said section so that said sectio.n as amended* 
shall r^ad: ''The Superintendent shall examine all 
claims and accounts against their respective institu- 
tions and report any fact or eircumstaiice indicating 
any irregularity, fraud or wrong to the Board of Con- 
trol, and if they have any doubt of the justice 
or legality of any claim, they may require 
both the Superintendent and receiver to en- 
dorse their opinions in writing on the back 
thereof; and it shall be the duty of said officers 
to endorse any claim when required by the Board to 
do so ; and the Board of Comtrol shall not direct any 
claim, or part thereof; to be paid until they are satis- 
fied from such investigation as may be necessary, 
that the same is just, legal and right ; and no claim examhSd *an^ 
of any kind shall be paid, in whole or in part, whether *pp^°^^- 
presented by an officer of the institution or other per- 
son until it first shall have been examined and ap- 
proved by the receiver and submitted to the Board of 
Control and deteirmined by tthem to be just and right, 
and directed to be entered upon -the records of its 
proceedings; and the President shall not issue any 
warrant upon the Auditor of Public Accounts except 
for the amount of claims which have been so sub- 
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mitted to the Board, allowed by it and ordered to be 
paid. ' ' 

And the said act shall ^e further amended as fol- 
lows: 

Section 14 shall be amended by adding at the end 
of said section the words, ''And the said Board of 
Control shall have power to employ counsel and to 
institute or defend such actions as in tbeil* judgment 
may be necessary or proper to carry into effect the 
purposes of this act" so that said section as amended 
shall read as follows: 

''Where the patients have been, o^ may be sup- 
ported in any of the institutions embraced in the pro- 
visions of this act have, or shall acquire estates which 
can be subject to debt, the 'Board of Control is 
authorized and directed in every such f-ase to sue for 
in the name of such institution and recover the 
amount of such patient's 'board at the rate of one 
hundred and fifty dollars per year or s.:) much thereof 
as such estate will suffice to pay for the time they shall 
have been respectively kept and maintained therein^ 
and not otherwise paid for, and by proper proceed- 
ings to subject their estates, respectively, to payment 
thereof ; and when the husband, wife or parent of any 
such patient, who has been or may be supported in 
either of said institutions, shall have an estate suffi- 
cient for the support of such patient in addition to 
the support of any other who may be dependent on 
such husband or parent, in like manner to sue for an-1 
recover from such husband the amount of his wife's 
board, and from such parent the amount of his or her 
child's board at the rate aforesaid, for the time they 
shall have been supported by such institution. The 
net sums realized in such suits shall be paid over ta 
the State Auditor and covered into the State 
Treasury. In case of failure of suits, the expense 
thereof shall be certified by the Chairman of the 
Board of Control to the State Auditor who shall 
provide for its payment out of the State Treasury. 
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And the said Board of Control shall have power to 
employ counsel and to institute or defend such actions 
as in their judgment may be necessary or proper to 
carry into effect the purpose of this act." 

And the said «,ct chall be further amended as fol- 
lows: 

Section 29 shall be amended so that said section as 
amended shall read as follows : 

' ' Under no circumstances shall it be permitted that, ^nd^ dSAw e 
by the reception of pay patients from other States, <>^ patients, 
the asylum be so crowded that any delay shall be in- 
curred in the immediate reception of patients resi- 
dent in this Commonwealth, either paying or pauper, 
and no person who has' not been found to be insane 
l)y regular inquest shall be received into either asy- 
lum. Nor shall any patient be discharged as curei 
unless by the authority of the Superintendent. Any 
cured patient who was »a^clmitted to the asylum while 
m custody of the law upon a criminal charge, shall be 
delivered to the keeper of the penitentiary or to the 
jailer of the county whence he came, as the case may 
require. A cured pauper, before being discharged, 
shall have a good suit of clothes ^and be furnished 
with money enough to pay his traveling expenses 
back to hom»^ not exceeding twenty dollars. The 
Board of Control shall charge for board paying 
patients the sum of one hundred and fifty dollars 
per annum, but the Superintendent may be permitted 
to charge the committee or friend of paying patient 
an amount not exceeding $5.00 per week for special 
attention. ' ' 

And the said act shall be further amended as fol- 
lows: 

Section 8 shall be amended so that said section as 
amended shall read as follows : 

* ' The Board of Control and the Superintendent of i^^Ss^^^l 
each institution named in this act shall, at the end of bl'^^^ertiled^^to* 
each month, jointly certify to the Auditor of Public ^"**»*°^- 
Accounts the number of inmates actually supported

by the institution, specifying the number who do not 
pay anything, the number who pay in full, and the 
number who pay in part, and the amount so paid ; and

lows :

grounds and other property connected therewith, and 
in all other matters pertaining to their usefulness 
and good management, and for these purposes they 
shall have free access to the grounds, buildings, and 
all books and papers relating to said institutions, and 
all persons now or hereafter in any manner connected 
with the same are hereby directed and required to 
Section 13 givc such information and afford such facilities for 
inspection as said Conamissioners may require, and 
any neglect or refusal on the part of any officer or 
person connected* with such institution to comply 
with the provis/ions of this section shall subject the 
offender to a penalty of two hundred and fifty dollars, 
to be sued for and collected by said Commissioners 
in their name of office. Said Commissioners shall

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have full and complete management and control over 
all asylums for the insane and feeble-minded insti- 
tutes of the Commonwealth of Kentucky that are now 
or may be hereafter established. Said Board shall 
prescribe rules and regulations for the government of 
said institutions, for the proper maintenance and 
treatment of patients, for the preservation of build- 
ings and grounds, for the use and cultivation of farms 
and gardens, and the sale of surplus produce, the 
purchase of clothing, food, medicine and all supplies 
needful to same, and such rules and regulations as 
prescribed shall be faithfully observed by all the offi- 
cers \and employes of said institution, and have power 
to remove inmates from one asylum to another. And 
the said Board shall have power to expend in their 
discretion any surplus standing to the credit of said 
institutions from time to time, in carrying out the 
purposes of this act; and in so doing ihey may use 
such surplus at any of the institutions under their 
control without reference to the fact that such surplus 
may have arisen lat another institution. ' ' 

§ 3. In as much as the interests of the charitable Emergency, 
institutions of the State require that prompt action 
be had in the organization of the Commission having 
control of them, an em<>rgency is declared to exist, 
and this act shall take effect from its passage.

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CHAPTER 29. 

AN ACT to amend Section 2630 and 2635a of the Kentucky 
Statutes edited by tbo Hon. John D. Carroll and the edition 
of 1903 relating to the sale of drugs. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky: 

§ 1. That section 2630 and 2635a of the Kentucky 

Statutes edited by the Hon. John D. Carroll, and 

the edition of 1903, be amended so that the same as 

amended shall read as follows: 

* * § 2630. No person shall sell at retail any poisons, 

son "falling poi- except as herein provided, without affixing to the 

bottle, box, vessel or package containing same, a label 
printed or plainly written, containing the name of the 
article, the word '* poison," and the name and place 
of the business of the seller, with the common name 
of two or more readily accessible antidotes, nor shall 
he deliver poison to any person without satisfying 
himself that such poison is to be used for legitimate 
purposes. A poison, in the meaning of this act, shall 
be any drug, chemical,, or preparation which, accord- 
ing to standard works on medicine or materia mediea 
is liable to be destructive to adult human life in quan- 
tities of sixty grains or less. It shall be the further 
duty of any one selling or dispensing poisons, which 
are known to be destructive to adult human life in 
quantities of five grains or less, before delivering 
kept°°«gi^tiring them, to enter in a book kept for that purpose the 
sale, &c. name of the seller, the name and residence of the 

buyer, the name of the article, the quantity sold or 
disposed of, and the purpose for which it is siaid to 
be intended, which book of registry shall be preserve! 
for at least two years after the date of the last entry 
made therein and shall at all times be open to the in-

spection of the coroner of the county in which the 
same may be kept, and to the inspection of the mem- 
bers of the Kentucky Board of Pharmacy, or its 
authorized inspectors. 

The following emmenagogues or abortives, tansy, Penalty pre- 
pennyroyal, rue, savin, ergot, cotton root and their 
preparations, patent or otherwise shall be sold only 
at retail or dispensed only upon the original written 
prescription of a legally qualified physician, and said 
prescription shall be filled but once, and of which no 
copy shall be taken by any person. The provisions of 
this section shall not apply to the dispensing of 
poisons in not unusual quantities, or doses, on physi- 
cian's presciiptions, nor to the sale to agriculturists 
or horticulturists of such articles asi are commonly 
used by them as insectcides. Every person failing 
to comply with the requirements of this section shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and, upon con- 
viction thereof, shall pay a fine of not less than Ten 
($10.00) Dollars, nor more than One Hundred ($100.- 
00) Dollars. 

§ 2635a. Alkaloid cocaine, or its salts, or alpha or gaie of 
beta eucaine or their salts, or any admixture contain- ?Sfni?&c.!reg- 
ing cocaine or eucaine, shall be sold at retail or dis- "^***^- 
pensed only upon the original written prescription of 
a legally qualified physician or dentist, or veterinary 
surgeon, and said prescription shall be filled but once, 
and of which no copy shall be taken by any person. 
Bach prescription containing alkaloid cocaine or its 
salts, or alpha or beta eucaine or their salts, or any 
admixture containing cocaine or eucaine, filled by a 
registered pharmacist, shall have written upon its 
face the quantity thereof, the name of the patient, the 
date it is filled, and the prescription file of each 
registered pharmacist shall be open to the inspection 
of the members of the Kentucky Board of Pharmacy,, 
or its authorized inspector, or the coroner of the 
county; and, alkaloid cocaine, or its salts, or alpha or 
beta eucaine or their salts, or any admixture con- 
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taining cocaine or eucaine shall be sold at wholesale 
only to pharmacists, registered under this: Act and 
to legally qualified physicians and dentists, and vet- 
erinary surgeons. Every person failing to comply 
with the requirements of this section shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction there- 
Penalty. of, shall pay a fine of not less than Fifty ($50) 
Dollars nor more than Two Hundred and Fifty ($250) 
Dollars. Any physician or dentist, or veterinary sur- 
geon who shall prescribe for, or sell, or dispense to 
any person for any purpose other tlian legitimate 
use, or otherwise deal in alkaloid cocaine, or its salts, 
or alpha or bet^ eucaine, or their salts, or any ad- 
mixture containing cocaine, or eucaine, than as here- 
in provided, shall thereby render himself amenable to 
the penalties hereinbefore in this section provided. 
Any registered pharmacist who violates any of the 
provisions of this section, or who by any subterfuge 
sells, or dispenses alkaloid cocaine or its salts, or 
alpha or beta eucaine or their salts, or any admixture 
containing cocaine or eucaine otherwise than as pro- 
vided in this section shall in addition to paying the 
fine imposed, on second conviction, forfeit the cer- 
tificate as a registered pharmacist, and his name 
shall be stricken from the register.

CHAPTEH 30. 

AN ACT to amend Section 1784 of the Kentucky Statutes. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky: 

% 1. That section 1784, of the Kentucky Statutes, 
be amended by adding thereto and following the 
word *'and," *'the cost of erecting such fence shall 
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constitute a lien, superior to ail others, upon the 
land of the recusant in favor of the party erecting 
such fence, and shall be enforced as other liens;" 
so that said section 1784, of the Kentucky Statutes, 
when so amended, shall read as follows: 

^^§1784. When a division fence is desirable, or provisioM 
is made necessary by the division of improved or in- divisiS5I^*feSce«. 
closed lands, or when no fence or no division fence 
exists between the improved or inclosed lands of ad- 
joining owne-'s, or the lands where the right of WtU- 
is owned by one party, either party may, after he 
has built a lawful fence upon his proportion of the 
line, require the other to erect a lawful fence out of 
planks, rails, wire and plank, upon his propor- 
tion of the line; but no barbed wire shall be used, 
without the consent of both parties to the fence; 
and if he fail so to do, after three months' notice, 
in writing, may erect such fence, and the cost of 
erecting such fence ^hall constitute a lien, superior to 
all others, upon the land of the recusant in favor of 
the party erecting such fence, and shall be enforced 
as other liens. But the provisions of this section 
shall not apply where the party who erects the fence 
has received compensation for fencing his entire line, 
or where written agreements concerning the fencing 
have been entered into. But nothing herein shall be 
construed to conflict with an act requiring railroad 
corporations and other persons operating and con- 
trolling railroads and land owners to fence their 
right of way and railroad track, and to con- 
struct barriers and cattle guards at certain 
public road and highway crossings, and to 
maintain and keep the same in repair, and 
prescribing remedies and penalties for failing to do 
so, approved August fifth, on^ thousand eight hun- 
dred and ninety-two, that no barbed wire shall be 
used by any one in construction of a division fence, 
except by consent of both parties to the fence.''

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CHAPTER 31. 

AN ACT to amend Sectio^ 78, of an Act entitled: "AN ACT for 
the government of cities of the fourth class." Approved June 
28, 1893. Said Act being Section 3562 of the Kentucky Statutes, 
1903, Carroll's Edition. 

- Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky: 

§1. That section 78, of an act, entitled **An act 
for the government of cities of the fourth class,'' 
approved June 28, 1893, said section being section 
3562, of the Kentucky Statutes, 1903, Carroll's edi- 
tion, be, and the same is hereby, amended, so that 
said section, when amended, shall read as follows: 

'*The Board of Council may, by ordinance, cause 
^ P"W^c ways^ auy uow public way to be opened or old public way 
or closed. to be extcuded or widened or closed, or may estab- 
lish any market, and to that end may purchase any 
necessary land, or may procure the same to be con- 
demned by the same proceedings, now or hereafter, 
given by law to railroad companies in like cases. 

Upon the adoption of an ordinance by the Board 
of Council, authorizing and directing the closing of 
the whole or any portion of a public way within the 
limits or jurisdiction of the city, it shall he the 
duty of the City Attorney to institute an action In 
the circuit court for the purpose of having the same 
closed, and to such action all the owners of ground 
in the squares or lots divided by such public way. 
shall be made defendants ; and if all of such defend- 
ants are competent to act for themselves and fail to 
object to the closing prayed for, then the court shall 
render a decree accordingly; but if any of said de- 
fendants object, or are under disability other than 
• coverture, the court shall empanel a jury, which shall 
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hear evidence and determine the amount of compen- prJJldu^. ^^ 
sation in the form of damages to be paid to each of 
such defendants^ The jury shall also determine the 
amount of compensation if any to which said city 
and the public may be entitled by reason of the clos- 
ing up of such public way, which shall be paid said 
city. The court shall thereupon direct that said 
public way be closed upon payment to each 
of >such defendants the amount of damages awarded 
to him; or, if any defendant refuses to accept such 
payment, or be for any reason unable to do so, upon 
payment into court of the amount awarded such de- 
fendant or defendants. 

It shall be the duty of the court to give such 
proceedings precedence of all other cases, so that 
prompt decisions may be rendered therein. The 
provisions of this act shall not extend to streets en- 
closed by fence or otherwise, or the possession of 
which is held by individual or private corporations. 

§ 2. Inasmuch as there is at present no method Emergency. 
prescribed by law for the closing of public ways in 
cities of the fourth class, and it is desirable, in view 
of public improvements in such cities, that the pro- 
cedure in such cases) be prescribed at once, an emer- 
gency is hereby declared to exist, and this act shall 
take effect from its passage and approval.

CHAPTER 32. 



AN ACT for the benefit of the office of Attorney General ; to provide 
for assistants, defining their duties and fixing their compensation 
and providing .for certain records to be kept in the office. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky: 

§ 1. The Attorney General shall be the chief law 
officer of the Commonwealth, and all its depart- 
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ments. The Attorney General shall appear for the 
Commonwealth in the trial and argimient of all 
cases, civil and criminal in the Kentucky Court of 
Appeals whenever the Commonwealth is directly or 
^Duties^of^At- mdirectly interested; he shall also appear in behalf 

of the Commo/iwealth in any court or tribunal in 
or out of this State in any case or proceeding in 
which the Commonwealth is a party in interest, ex- 
cept where it is made the duty of the Common- 
wealth's Attorney or County Attorney to represent 
the Commonwealth. He shall institute all actions 
and proceedings necessary to cause the payment of 
all judgments and demands of the Commonwealth, 
payable at the State Treasury, not discharged in the 
proper time. He shall, with the assistance of the Au- 
ditor of Public Accounts, investigate 'the condition 
of all unsatisfied claims, demands, accounts and 
judgments in favor of the Commonwealth, and shall 
take all necessary steps, by motion, action or other- 
wise, to collect or cause to be collected such claims, 
demands, accounts and judgments, and paid into 
State Treasury. 

§ 2. The Attorney General shall, upon the writ- 
ten request of any executive or ministerial officer 
of this Commonwealth, give such officer his written 
opinion touching any of the duties of such officer, and 
when requested by an executive or State officer, 
prepare proper drafts of all instruments of writing 
which may be required for public use. 

poS'^lssistant?" § 3. The Attomey General shall have power to 

appoint for his department, the assistants and em- 
ployes, hereinafter enumerated, who shall serve for 
the term for which he is elected unless sooner re- 
moved by him. They shall perform such duties, not 
otherwise provided by law, as may be assiigned them 
by the Attomey General, as legal advisers for the 
several officers, departments and institutions of the 
Commonweakh, or in furtherance of the discharge 
of his duties. 
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There shall be a First Assistant Attorney Gener- 
al, who, in ease of the absence or sickness of the 
Attorney General, shall perform the duties of the 
latter, and said First Assistant shall be more than 
thirty years of age, and shall have been a regular 
practicing attorney for eight years, and his salary 
shall be three thousand five hundred dollars per an- 
num, payable monthly, out of the State Treasury. 

There sha'ii be a second Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral, who shall have the same qualifications as the 
First Assistant Attorney General and receive the 
same salary j ayable in the same way. 

There shall be a Third Assistant Attorney Gener- Assistants 
al, who shall be over 26 years of age, and shall have JJovileT^^^** 
been a regular practicing attorney for five years, 
and who shall be paid a salary of $2,400 per annum, 
payable monthly out of the State Treasury. 

There shall be a chief Law Clerk, who shall be 
more than twenty-four years of age, and shall have 
been a regular practicing attorney for more than 
three years, who shall receive a salary of one thous- 
and five hundred dollars per annum, payable monthly 
out of the State Treasury. 

Said First Assistant Attorney General, Second Bonds to be

before entering upon their respective duties, give 
a bond to the Commonwealth of Kentucky, to be ap- 
proved by the Attorney General, conditioned upon 
their faithful discharge of their respective duties, 
and said bonds shall be filed with and kept by the 
Secretary of State. 

There shall be one stenographer and typewriter stenographer.

§ 4. The Attorney General, First Assistant At- Expenses to

shall be issix d by the Auditor of Public Accounts

of his official duty; and no State officer, board of 
trustees or the head of any department or institu- 
tion of the State shall have authority to employ or

He shall .also keep on file in his office, subject to fii^°?o*be*klpt.

He is hereby, authorized to 
purchase such index books and file boxes as may be 
required by this section, and he sihall file an itemized 
account showing the cost of the same, in the office 
of the Auditor of Public Accounts, who shall there- 
upon draw his warrant upon the treasury for the 
amount of said account. 

§7. The Attorney General shall be required to 
keep in his office a book showing the exact amount 
of moneys collected by him from all sources and due 
the State, and what disposition has been made of 
said moneys, and he shall, biennially, on or before 
the thirty-first day of December, beginning with the 
thirty-first day of December, one thousand nine hun- . 
dred and nine, report to the Governor a full state- 
ment of the business done in his office and moneys 
collected by him, and the disposition made of same. 
He is empowered to purchase such books as are nee- 
ess-ary to carry out the provisions of this section, 
to be paid for out of the State Treasury. 

§ 8. Owing to the fact that there is a great amount Emergency. 
of litigation in which the State is interested, now 
pending in the various courts, to which the Attorney 
General is unable to properly attend, an emergency 
exists, therefore, this act shall take effect from and 
after its passage.

The Librarian shall be responsible upon his offi-

CHAPTER 35. 



AN ACT to amend Section 20, Article 8, of an Act entitled: 
"An Act relating to Revenue and Taxation." Approved March 
15, 1906. 

Be it enacted hy the General Assembly of the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky: 

§ 1. That Section 20, Article 8, -Chapter 22, Acts 
of 1906, be, and the same is hereby amend-ed by 
striking from said Section the word '^ November" 
wherever it occurs in said section, and insert in lieu 
thereof the word ''December," so that said Section 
as amended shall read as follows : 
Taxes due *'A11 State, couuty and district taxas, except as 
ut. ^nsteTd^of otherwise specially provided, shall be due and pay- 
able on and lafter the first day of March after the 
assessment, and all taxpayers whose taxes are not 
paid on the first day of December after the same 
•are due shall be deemed delinquent, and such taxes 
shall bear interest at the rate of -six per cent per 
annum from the first day of December after they <are 
due until paid; and any person or persons failing 
to pay their taxes by the first day of December 
in the year following the assessment for such taxes, 
shall pay a penalty of six per centum additional on 
the taxes due and unpaid. The sheriff or collector 
whose duty it is to receive or collect the taxes, shall 
collect the interest and penalty and account for the

§ 2. All acts or part of acts in conflict with this 
act are, to the extent of such conflict, hereby repealed. 

§ 3. It being necessary for officials and taxpayers 
to know the time when the taxes are due and pay- 
able and when penalties are attached, an emergency 
is declared to exist and this act shall take effect 
from and after its passage and approval by the 
Governor.

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CHAPTER 36. 



AN ACT to am-end the Constitution of the Commonwealth of Ken- 
tucky, for the purpose of aiding the public roads of the counties 
of tho State by permitting State aid to counties for public roads 
and additional taxation by counties for the public roads. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Cot^'- 
monwealth of Kentucky: ^ 

^ 1. That upon the concurrence of three fifths 
of all the members elected to each house of the Gen- 
eral Assembly of Kentucky, the yeas and nays being 
taken thereon and entered in full in their respective 
journals, that the following amendment be made to 
the Constitution of the Commonwealth of Kentucky. 

*'The credit of the Commonwealth may be given, Credit of 
pledged or loaned to any county of the Common- wealth may ^ be 
wealth for public road purposes, and any county tain road pur- 
may be permitted to incur an indtebtedness in any 
amount fixed by the county, not in excess of five per 
centum of the value of the taxable property there- 
in, for public road purposes in said county, pro- 
vided said additional indebtedness is submitted to the. 
voters of the county for their ratification or rejei- 
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tion at a special election held for said purpose, in such 
manner as may he provided by law and when any 
such indebtedness is incurred by any county said 
county may levy, in addition to the tax rate allowed 
imder section 157 of the Oonstitution of Ken- 
tucky, an amount not exceeding twenty <3ents 
on the one hundred dollars of the assessed valuation 
of saidt county for the purposie of paying the inter- 
est on said indebtedness and providing a sinking 
fund for the payment of said indebtedness. 

§ 2. This amendment shall be submitted to the 
voters of the State for their ratification or rejection 
at the time and in the manner provided for under 
section 256 of the Constitution of Kentucky, and 
under the provisions of the act. of May 12, 1897, same 
being section 1459 of the compilation of laws known 
and designated as Carroll's 1903 Edition of Ken- 
tucky Statutes.

and dollars for the purpos-e of building an addition 
to said institution, to accommodate such pupils as 
may be sent to the institution under the law. Said 
fifteen thousand dollars to supplement an appropria- 
tion made for this purpose by the Genepal Assembly 
of 1906, that appropriation being inadequate for its 
purpose and intentions. 

§ 5. The money hereby appropriated shall be 
drawn on draft of the Kentucky State Board of Con- 
trol, and upon such draft, or drafts, not exceeding in 
the aggrigate the sum aforesaid, being made upon 
him, the Auditor of Public Accounts shall draw his 
warrant or warrants upon the Treasurer of this State 
in favor of the contractors who shall do the work for 
any sum or sums of money, not, exceeding the amount 
hereby appropriated to said institutions. 

»§ 6. The President of the Kentucky State Board 
of Control shall advertise for bids for furnishing all 
labor and materials of every kind and description 
necessary for the construction, erection and comple- 
tion of such buildings as contemplated in this act, and 
for making the improvements and repairs mentioned 
in this act, except such labor and material, if any as 
may be furnished by the employes or patients of said 
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institutions, and all such bids shall be opened in the 
presence of the Kentucky State Board of Control, and 
shall be the duty of the latter to accept such bid or 
bids as it may deem the lowest and best, and if, in 
its judgment all or any of such bids shall be unsatis- 
factory, said Board of Control may reject any and 
all such bids, and re-advertise for others in the same 
manner, and so on until it shall be satisfied with such 
l)ids and tenders, and when contracts for the erection 
of said buildings and its equipment, furnishing of 
labor and materials and the doing of the work and 
making the said repairs and improvements, shall have 
been made in accord with said bids made and entered

to any contractor or other person or persons em- 
ployed in the construction, erection or furnishing?

an itemized statement and account of all materials so 
furnished, all labor performed for which payment may

annually at the rate of interest specified in said bonds, 
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said bonds shall be issued in such denomination as 
may be specified and shall be redeemable by the city Bonds: how 
at any time within ten years after the date of issue ^*^^*^'°* • 
that council may ordain, and the city may redeem 
any of said bonds at such time or times within 
the said ten years as may be stated in said bond or 
bonds, and said bonds shall be dated on the day that 
the work was completed and accepted by the city 
oouncil, and shall be payable at any bank or banks in 
the State of Kentucky as council may direct, which 
place of payment be designated in each and every 
bond issued under this amendment and said bonds 
shall not be sold for less than par and accrued in- 
terest. 

§ 4, That Section 3575, Article 5, Subdivision 9, 
Chapter 89, ot the Kentucky Statutes, be, and the 
same is hereby amended and re-enacted so that said 
section shall read:

money arising out of this amendment in the same 
manner, and subject to all the regulations regarding 
other money of the city, except that he will keep a 
separate account of the same and credit all interest 
airising therefrom to said ''street improvement 
fund, ' ' and the said city treasurer shall be responsible 
under his official bond, as said city treasurer, foj the 
money accruing ^and received by him under this 
amendrftent and for the faithful performance of the 
duties herein required of him. The amount of bonds 
issued for any one improvement shall be the amount 
of the unpaid assessments as shown in the engineer's 
apportionment together with the cost of advertising 
said bonds for sale, printing and engraving said bonds 
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and all other expenses attending the issue of same, 
and the total amount thereof shall be assessed equally 
by the feet front upon the property fronting or abut- 
ting or bordering upon said improvement. In case 
when same is ^undertaken under the provisions of 
section 3572 and for the purpose of this amendment, 
the intersection of streets and crossings adjoining 
shall be added to the cost of improvement, to be paid 
by the property holders abutting the property im- 
proved. All property fronting or abutting or border- 
ing upon said improvement belonging to the city shall 
be considered and assessed as property belonging to 
individuals, and the assessment thereon may be paid 
in the same manner by the city out of the general fund

upon the tax list of the city, and shall be payable at 
the QipSce of the city treasurer in ten equal annual 
installments with interest at the rate specified in said 
bonds upon the unpaid portion thereof. The first 
installment, together with interest on the whole 
amount at rate specified shall be payable at the first 
payment of taxes next succeeding the time the assess- 
ment is placed upon the tax list, the interest to be 
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computed to the date that taxes are due and payable 
and the other instalhnents annually thereafter and 
always at the time of payment of the other city taxes, 
with interest on the installments not due at the time 
until all installments are paid. The assessment niay 
be collected like other taxes, or the city may, at any 
time, after one installment remains delinquent for 
thirty days, by suit in equity, enforce its lien for all 
of the unpaid installments, with interest thereon to 
date of satisfaction of same, and its cost expended. 
The city treasurer and the city collector shall not be 
entitled to receive any compensation whatever for 
their services in collecting taxes provided for in this 
amendment nor for any other services performed 
under this amendment unless the city council see 
(proper, by ordinance, to make them, or either of 
them a specific allowance therefor, which shall only 
be done by a vote of two-thirds of the members 
elect of said council. 

The city council may provide a sinking fund to ^^^^^ ^"^ 
meet any deficit that may occur in the ** Street Im- 
provement Fund" by reason of property owners not 
paying their assessments when due, and any money 
remaining in said, sinking fund, or which may not 
be needed for the purpose it was created, may be 
transferred to the general fund. 

§ 5. Whebeas, This act will save a great deal of Emergency, 
money in the cost of construction of streets, an emer- 
gency is declared to exist, and this act shall take 
effect and be in force from and after its passage 
and approval by the Governor.

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CHAPTER 41. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 3646 of the Kentucky 
Statutes. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky: 

§ 1. That section three thousand six hundred and 
forty-six of the Kentucky Statutes be, and the same 
is hereby, amended and re-enacted, so that when so 
amended and re-enacted, it will read as follows: 

Section 3646. Nothing contained in this chapter 
S?ucd m jlay^* shall be coustrued to prevent any city having an 
• indebtedness existing prior to September twenty- 
eight, one thousand eight hundred and ninety-one 
Cities of from levying and collecting such taxes* for the pay- 
ment of such indebtedness and the inteVest thereon^ 
as are provided for. in such laws, in addition to the 
taxes herein authorizefd to be levied and collected- 
Such city council shall have the right to issue re- 
newal or funding bonds in payment of the bonded 
and floating debt of any such city, existing at the 
date of the passage of this act: Provided, That the 
issual of said renewal and funding bonds shall not 
exceed the principal of said bonded and floating debt, 
nor bear interest exceeding six per cent per annum, 
and said renewal and funding bonds shall not be 
sold for less than par and accrued interest. 

Upon the issuance of said bonds such city shall 
annually carry to a sinking fund an amount sufficient 
to pay the annual interest on said bonds, and create 
a fund for their purchase from time to time, or re- 
demption at maturity. 

All moneys received from licenses, poll tax and 
from fines, penalties and forfeitures for violations 
of ordinances or by-laws, shall be paid into the 
general fund.

AN ACT to amend an Act entitled: **An Act to amend Section 4816, 
Kentucky SUtutes, being Chapter 110 of the Kentucky SUtutes/' 
approved March 21, 1906.

§ 1. That sesction four thousaiid, three hundred and

It shall be the duty of the supervisor to 
superintend the opening, widening and changing of 
roads, superintend the erection of gates on public 
roads, to inspect new roads and alteration in the 
roads and report the same to the Fiscal Court when 
and in the manner directed by said Court and to 
see that all roads and bridges are kept clear of ob- 
structions and at all times in good order for travel 
and transportation." 

And by adding after the word *' Oversee'* in the 
fifty-eighth line of said section the words ''And in the 
magisterial districts where no overseer has been 
appointed or employed, it shall be the duty of the 
magistrate in said district to oversee.'' 

So that section, when amended, will read as follows r 
§4315. Supervisor — Duty and Power of Letting- 
Roads to Contractor — Fiscal Court — County Judge — 
In counties wherein roads are worked by taxation, it 
shall be the duty of the supervisor, or if there is- 
no supervisor, the County Judge, to advertise for 
fifteen days in succession in some newspaper of gen- 
eral circulation in his county or by written or 
printed notices posted up in three or more conspic- 
uous places in each voting place in said county just 
preceding the regular monthly meeting of the Fiscal 
Court in April in each year, that the Fiscal Court 
will receive bids to let out to the lowest and best 
received fo7 bidder (who shall give bond with surety approved 

by said Court) the working and keeping in repair 
of all roads in said county for a term of not lesij 
than one nor more than four years, not however . in- 
cluding in such letting, roads previously contracted 
for.

The Fiscal Court shall (also let out at such times 
needed and on reasonable (printed or written) notice, 
the building and repairing of all such bridges and 
culverts as are not embraced in the contracts for 
working roads. It shall be the duty of the supervisor Duty, of 
to superintend the opening, widening and changing ^"p*"^'*^'- 
of roads, superintend the erection of gates on public 
roads, to inspect new roads and alterations in the 
roads, and report the same to the Fiscal Court when 
and in the manner directed by said Court and to see 
that all roads and bridges are kept clear of obstruc- 
tions and at all times in good order for travel and 
transportation. Provided, that for the purposes enu- 
merated, the fund raised under this act, and which 
may be otherwise raised by the levy court, shall be 
sufficient, and if not sufficient, then it is to be used 
at such places and for such purposes as the super- 
visor, under the general directions of said court, may 
deem proper ; and the court in giving such directions 
shall have due regard for the public good and to 
wants of the different parts of the county.

The 
supervisor, with the consent of the County Judge, 
may designate certain roads or parts of roads that 
are not to be let out as hereinbefore required, but 
which are to be worked land kept in repair, either by 
special contracts privately made, or by hands and 
teams hired by him, or by delinquent taxpayers, or 
by persons sentenced to labor, or who, by law may 
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and supervise 
work.

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be liable to work out fines imposed by juries or courts. 
But it shall be the duty of the supervisor to return to 
the County Court, at ite November term in each year, 
a descriptive list of such roads, which shall be re- 
mf "c^r'SSrt *^ corded in his order book, and also to report in writ- 
ing all hands and teams hired, and amounts paid for 
same, an'd the length of time and where employed; 
and also a similar report of the names of delinquents 
who work, the places where, land the length of time 
and names of persons working out fines or sentences 
on roads.

That the Fiscal Court of any county 
wherein roads are worked by taxation, may, instead 
of appointing a supervisor, authorize the County 
Judge to so let out the working of the roads and 
the building or repairing of bridges, and to take and 
approve the bonds hereinbefore required^ In such 
cases the other powers herein conferred and duties 
imposed upon the supervisor shall be exercised and 
discharged by the road overseers in their re- 
spective precincts; and, provided further. That 
the County Court may in its discretion, ap- 
point a special commissioner to receive new 
roads and alterations in roads : and. Provided 
further. That in cases where, under the.: pro- 
visions of this section, the supervisor j . with ^ the 
consent of the County Judge, is authorized to desig- 
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nate certain roads that are not to be let out as here- 
inbefore required, but which are to be worked and 
kept in repair by special contracts by hired hands, 
by delinquent taxpayers or persons sentenced to 
labor. The County Judge (there being no supervisor 
in the county) shall have authority, and it shall be ' 
his duty to do everything in relation thereto, that 
th-e supervisor could have done without his consent, 
and may appoint some competent person or persons 
to superintend and carry on said work/'

CHAPTER 43. 



AN ACT to amend an Act entitled: "An Act relating to Revenue 
and Taxation," approved March 15, 1906. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky: 

§ 1. That sections 21, 22, 23, 24 and 25 of article 8, 
chapter 22, acts of 1906, be and they are hereby re- 
pealed. 

§2. That section 25, article 8, of the aforesaid 
act be and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted 
to read as follows: 

'^It shall be the duty of the sheriff or collector 
who at any time has reasonable grounds to believe icctc" from 
and does believe that any person from whom a tax m|prr* coS^*^' 
is due is about to remove his property from the State, crty. 
county or taxing district, or to conceal the same, to 
immediately collect said taxes as hereiniafter pro- 
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vided for the collection of taxes, cost and penalties 
of delinquent taxpayers, 

§ 3. That section 26, of article 8, of the aforesaid 
act, be, and the same is hereby amended and re-enact- 
ed to read as follows : 

'*As soon as any taxpayer becomes delinquent, 
the sheriff or the collector of the county where the 
property is liable shall distrain sufficient personal 
property of such delinquent, if found in the county, 
<o satisfy all taxes, penalties, interest and penalties 
c9iiMtc?*ly * due. If a sufficient amount of personal property 

be not found, then he will levy on a sufficient quan- 
tity of the delinquent 'e land for that purpose. But 
if no land be f oun'd belonging to the delinquent, the 
sheriff shall levy on any real estate owned by the 
delinquent at the time of assessment for the taxes 
or a sufficient amount to satisfy the taxes*, cost, and 
penalties due. If the sheriff makes illegal or un- 
reasoniaible seizure and levy for taxes, he shall be 
liable in damages to the party aggrieved. A sheriff 
or tax collector shall sell for cash any property be- 
longing to the delinquent taxpayer so levied upon 

* b ^'^Sd'^i^r*** ^^ ^® much thereof as will pay the taxes due, penal- 
taxes, ties, interest and cost and his commission, in the 

same manner that property is soldi under execution, 
except that the land shall not be valued, and shall 
be advertised by posting, for 15 days before the 
sale, a written or printed notice at the court house 
door, and by publication once a week for four con- 
secutive weeks prior to the day of sale in a news- 
paper of general circulation, if there be one in the 
county; if not, then by printed hand bills posted for 
15 days before the sale at the court house door 
and in three or more conspicuous places in 
the taxing district; and he shall, not less than 15 
days before the sale, mail to the delinquent a postal 
card addressed to his place of residence or place of 
business, if such can be ascertained, notifying him 
of the time and place of sale; and in order to cover 
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the cost of such advertisement and notification, the 
sheriflF or collector shall have one dollar for each 
person whose property is advertised, to be paid by 
the delinquent, but in no event to be paid by the 
State, county or taxing district. 

§ 4. That section 28, of article 8, of the aforesaid 
act be, and the same is hereby amended and re-enact- 
ed to read as follows: 

''When real estate is sold for taxes, if no one will for^toes'^to be 
bid for and purchase such real estate at the amount commonwealth 
of tax, interest, penlalty and costs, including the cost Ssc'i?**'" 
for advertising and the sheriflF 's or collector's com- 
mission, it shall be the duty of the sheriflf or collec-

That tangible personal property located and 
having a taxable situs without the State, of persons 
residing in this State, and of all corporations organ- 
ized under the laws of this State, shall not be subject 
to taxation: and Provided further. That the situs of 
intangible personal property for purposes of taxation 
shall be at the residence of the real or beneficial 
owner, and not at the residence of the fiduciary or 
agent having the custody or possession of same. Pro- 
vided further. That nothing herein contained shall 
in any way affect the liability for franchise taxes now 
payable by corporations organized under the laws of 
this State. 

§ 2. That section 5, of article 1, of an act entitled 
''An act relating to revenue and taxation," approved 
March 15, 1906, be amended »so that saiS section, as 
hereby amended and re-enacted shall read as follows : 

''Section 5. The holder of the legal title, and the 
holder of the equitable title, and the claimant or 
bailee in possession of the property on the first day 
of September of the year the assessment is made, 
shall be liable for taxes thereon; but, as between 
themselves, it shall be the duty of the holder of the 
equitable title to list the property and pay the taxes 
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thereon, whether the property be in possession or 
not at the time of the payment: 

''Provided, however, That an administrator, exe- 
cutor, trustee, committee, curator or agent residing wh^n"iubie!* 
in the State shall not be liable for taxes on intangible 
personal property, where the real or beneficial owner 
of such intangible personal property, held by them or

"Garrard county, at Lancaster, on the first Mon-

juridical days, each." 

§ 2. Whereas, It is necessary that the courts of 
the counties mentioned in this act be re-arranged, to 
facilitate the transaction of business therein, and, 
in order to prevent a conflict and confusion in the 
terms of said court, an emergency is declared to exist, 
and this act eball take effect and be in full force after 
its passage.

AN ACT for the government and regulation of the Common 
Schools of the State. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky: 



% 1. That each and every county in this Common- county to 
wealth shall compose one school district, excepting dfsTn?^ Excep- 
that where there is a city or town in any county 
which maintains a separate system of public schools, 
then the balance of said county outside of such city 
or town district, shall constitute a school district. 

% 2. That within thirty days after this act goes 
into effect the County Superintendent of Schools, 
the County Judge and the County Attorney in eacli 
county of the Commonwealth shall meet at the court 
house of their respective counties, upon the call of 
the County Superintendent of Schools, and shall 
divide each county school district, as provided for school district 
in section 1, into educational divisions containing as into education- 
nearly as possible an equal number of children of 
school age, including both white and colored children, 
as shown by the last census of school children, and 
in each county the said officers may make, as may 
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seem expedient, either four, six or eight of fiuch 
educational divisions, and in fixing the boundaries 
of said educational divisions they shall be made to 
follow, as nearly as practicable, the boundaries of 
existing school districts for white children. They 
shall have the power to change the boundaries of 
educational divisions whenever such change becomes 
necessary. The County Judge, County Superinten- 
dent of Schools and County Attorney shall then sub- 
divide each of the said educational divisions into 
school sub-districts, following as nearly as practicable 
the boundaries of existing school districts for white 
children. Provided, that any graded common school 
district that may exist in any educational division 
or that may hereafter be established laccording to 
law, whether operating under special charter or 
established by popular vote, as provided for in the 
laws relating to the graded common schools, and 
school districts now operating within municipal dis- 
tricts established and corporated under special char- 
ter and supplementing the State ischool fund by a 
local tax of not less than twenty cents on each hun- 
dred dollars of assessed valuation of property, shall 
retain their present boundaries land be exempt from 
the provisions of this act. The provisions of this 
act shall not apply to any graded school district 
created by special act and having a school fund other 
than that provided by general law. The boundariejj 
of any such school sub-district as above fixed, shall in- 
clude all children, both white and colored, residing in 
said sub-district, and said sub-district shall not in- 
clude, except in cases of emergency, fewer than fifty 
white children of school age, nor in any case fiewer 
than forty such children. No sub-district shall be ap- 
portioned the per capita of the State fund on fewer 
than fifty white pupil children, nor shall any sub-dis- 
trict be apportioned the per capita on more than one 
hundred white pupil children for the payment of one 
teacher. 
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§ 3. On the first Saturday in August after the ^^^« ^^ 
passage of this act an election shall be held at the tles.**°*^ ^^' 
school building in each school sub-district in this 
Commonwealth from the hours of one until five 
o'clock in the afternoon for the purpose of electing 
one trustee for each school sub-district as fixed bv 
section 2 of this act. The trustees then elected shall 
hold their offices, one-half for one year and one-half 
for two years, as shall be determined by lot at the 
first meeting of the division board as provided for in 
section 4 of this act. Each year thereafter there shall 
be elected for two years one trustee in each sub-dis- - 
trict in which the term of his predecessor in office 
will then expire. Said trustees shall serve until their 
successors are duly elected or appointed and quali- 
fied as herein provided. 

Any person shall be eligible to this office of school 
trustee who is over 21 years of age, and who has been vote ^ ^^^ 
a resident of the sub-district for which he is elected 
for sixty days before the election, and who is able to 
read and write, as shown by a certificate of five 
reputable citizens of the sub-%district, and all male 
persons over 21 years of age who shall have resided 
in a school sub-division for sixty days next before 
an election, shall have the right to vote at such 
election. 

All elections for school trustees shall be by ballot. Election, to 
Said ballot shall contain no emblem nor device of * 
any kind by which it may be identified or known, and 
the ballot shall be printed and furnished by the 
county clerk of each county, and paid for out of the 
county levy. But said ballot shall provide blank 
spaces whereby such electors may vote for or elect 
another than those whose names are printed upon 
said ballot. 

All nominations for school trustees shall be by Nominations 
petition signed by at least ten persons eligible to 
vote in elections for such trustees, and no name shall 
be placed upon any ballot unless such nominating 
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petition is filed with the county clerk of the county 
m which such election is held at least ten days prior 
to the date of such election. The officers of said 
election shall be a clerk and two judges, and shall 
be appointed by the regular election commissioners 
in each county and shall receive no compensation for 
their services. The :said officers shall be the judges 
of the qualifications of each voter as prescribed in 
this act, and shall certify the returns of the election 
to the County Superintendent of Schools within fivr: 
days after said election. 

§ 4. The County Superintendent of Schools shril] 
meet the trustees so elected from the various school 
sub-districts of each educational division at some 
point to be designated by him within such educational 
division within thirty days after the date of their 
election, proper notice having been given in writing to 
each trustee as to the time and place of such meeting 
for the purpose of organizing the trustees so elected 
into a division board of school trustees by choosing 
one of said trustees to be chairman and one to be 
secretary of said division board. 

The County Superintendent of Schools shall be a 
member of such division board of his county, but 
shall only vote upon any matter in case of a tie vote, 
and then he shall cast the deciding vote. 

Any vacancy that may exist in the trusteeship of 
any school sub-district shall be filled by appointment 
by the division of the educational division of which 
said sub-district is a part, and to them petition may 
be made by the voters of the sub-district. 

Should the office of chairman of a division board 
become vacant the County Superintendent, as soon 
as the election has been held to elect a sub-district 
trustee as above provided, shall call a meeting of 
said division board and shall then proceed to elect 
another chairman, and until a chairman is so elected, 
;such division board may choose one of its members 
as a temporary chairman. 

It shall be the duty of the trustee in each g^*y *>^ ^^"»- 
school sub-district to personally supervise the school 
or schools in his sub-district, and to report the needs 
thereof to the division board of his educational 
division at its regular meeting, together with such 
recommendations as he may deem necessary for the 
best interest of said school or schools.

AN ACT to amend Section 1308 of the Kentucky Statutes. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky:

defense of property, a deadly weapon, he shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and upon convic- 
tion shall be fined not less than fifty nor more thaa 
one hundred dollars, or imprisoned not less than 
ten nor more than fifty days or both."

employed as such foremen; and to require the employment of 
special shot-firers in coal mines wherein explosive gasses or coal 
dust generate or exist in dangerous quantities, and to other- 
wise provide for greater protection to the lives and health o^ 
persons employed in the coal mines of this State. 

Whebeas, the number of coal mines in Ken- 
tucky has within recent years increased largely and 
will continue to increase rapidly, rendering it physi-

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Preamble. ^j^q office of Inspector of Mines to inspect all the coal 
mines as often as proper care for the safety and 
health of persons employed in such mines would 
require, and, 

Whereas, experience has shown the necessity 
of improving the grade of qualifications of persons 
employed asi foremen in coal mines, (and has also 
shown the dangers of blasting in the presence of 
explosive gas and fine coal dust, therefore, 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Com- 
monwealth of, Kentucky:

Statutes of this State, or any other person who shall 
knowingly or willfully encourage, aid, cause, abet, 
or connive at such state of dependency, neglect or 
delinquency, or who shall knowingly or willfully do 
any act or acts to directly produce, promote, or 
contribute to the conditions which render such a

the County Court a petition in writing setting forth 
the facts verified by affidavit. It shall be sufficient 
that the affidavit is upon information and belief; or 
the Judge of the County Court, from his personal 
knowledge or from information given him, may direct 
such petition to be filed by a duly appointed probation 
officer. 

The petition shall set forth the name and residence 
of the child and of its parent or guardian or other petSon. 
person having the custody, control or supervision of 
such child, and of the person or persons responsible 
for or contributing to the dependency, neglect or 
delinquency of such child. 

Upon the filing of the petition, a summons shall 
issue requiring all persons named in the petition to 
appear at a place and time stated in the summons, 
which time shall not be less than twenty-four hours 
after service.

If the person summoned shall fail to appear, 
the court may issue an attachment for 'such person *s 
personal attendance in court at the time to be stated upon^^'^petitiJ^i.

Statutes which is a part of an Act for the government of cities of 
the first class.

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Any certificate may be revoked for cause by the Board 
of Eegents of the school granting the same, or by the 
State Superintendent of Public Instruction. • Any 
County Superintendent may, for cause, revoke ^or his 
county, any certificate, of which revocation immediate 
notice shall be given to the State Superintendeni of 
Public Instruction, and he shall have po^er to ap- 
prove or reverse such revocation. 

The Secretary of the Board of Regents shall an- 
nually on or before the first day of August, transmit 
to the State Superintendent of Public Instruction the 
names of those receiving such certificates, their date 
of issue, and the place of residence of each holder, 
and the State Superintendent shall annually, not 
later than August the 15th, forward to each County 
School Superintendent a printed list of persons hold- 
ing State certificates then in force, and those autho- 
rized to teach under the provisions of this section, 
giving names, residences, dates of qualification, and 
by whom conferred, and the date on which each Nor- 
mal certificate shall expire; and the holder of such 
certificate shall, before commencing to teach a 
public school in any county in this State, notify the 
County Superintendent thereof, of such fact, give date 
of qualification and by whom conferred, and the 
County School Superintendent shall verify same by 
examination of the list sent him by the State Super- 
intendent, and if found correct, shall duly record the 
said teacher as eligible to teaoh in su^h county. 

§ 3. That section 20 of said act of March the 21st, 
1906, be and the same is hereby repealed, and in lieu 
thereof the following is enacted : 

The president of each Normal School shall make to 
his Board of Regents written reports in duplicate 
during the month of August of each year, which shall 
contain a full account of all receipts of moneys from 
appropriations, tuitions, fees and all other source?^, 
and the disbursements thereof, and for what purpose, 
and the condition of said Normal School; shall also 
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report a list of the names and places or 
residence of all students that may have been 
taught in the Normal School during the pre- 
ceding year, the number of terms enrolled, the 
numiber of days each has taught and the amount of 
tuition and incidental fees paid ; one of which reports 
shall be filed in the office of the Secretary of the Board 
of Regents, and the other transmitted to and filed in 
the office of Superintendent of Public Instruction at 
Frankfort, Ky. 

§ 4. That section 26 of said act approved March 
21, 1906, be repealed and in lieu thereof the following 
is enacted: 

Each county in the State s-hall be the unit of ap- county to 
pointment ; and each county shall be entitled annually pSi^eiS! *'*" 
to appointment to free tuition in the Normal School 
of the district in which it is located, of one white pupil 
for every five hundred and fraction thereof over two 
hundred and fifty, of white school children, based on 
the last official school census preceding the appoint- 
ment. Said pupils so appointed shall be chosen as 
follows: The Superintendent of Schools in each 
county shall receive and register the names of all 
applicants for admission to said schools and shall 
examine such applicants at such time and in such 
manner as the Normal Executive Council may direct, 
and the applicants found to possess the highest quali- 
fications, and who are of good character, shall be ac- 
cepted as the pupils to which said county is entitled. 
Said appointment shall be for the full term of the 
prescribed course of study in the school; any vacancy vacancies: 
in any county may be filled in the same manner as ^^"^ ^^ 
provided for regular appointments. Should the num- 
ber of appointees in attendance during any term not 
reach the number allowed for the county, said county 
may during any other term appoint alternates, so that 
the average for any whole year from any county may 
equal the number to which it is entitled under the 
provisions of this section.

*<'"• pupil so appointed shall refuse to sign and file with 

the Secretary of said Board a declaration that he or 
ishe will, if engagement can be secured by reasonable 
eflfort, teach in the public schools of this State not 
fewer than two years upon an Elementarjr Certificate ; 
not fewer than three years upon an Intermediate or 
Advanced Certificate, to require such pupil to pay 
such fees and tuitions as the Board may prescribe. 

§5. That the following is enacted as an amend- 
ment to said act approved March the 21ist, 1906, and as 
an additional section thereto, viz.: 

The Board of Eegents of each of said Normal 
Schools is vested with power to purchase additional 
real -estate when in its judgment the same is necessary 
for the purposes of the school. If the Board of 
Eegents be unable to agree with the owner or owners 
of such real estate as to its value, or to purchase the 
sam-e, it may proceed in its own name, in any court 
having juris»diction, to condemn such jeal estate in 
the same manner as provided by law in the condemna- 
tion of lands for railroad purposes. Eeal estate ac- 
quired by purchase or condemnation shall be paid out 
of moneys appropriated to said school. 

Each Board of Eegents may, on such terms as it 
may regard best for the school, lease or donate a lot 
of land for the purpose of securing the erection of a 
library thereon; each Board may also erect or lease 
from another for a term of years any necessary build- 
iQgs or grounds. Each Board of Eegents may, when 
it regards the same to be best for its school, sell and 
convey any real estate or buildings now owned by it, 
but the proceeds arising from such sale must be re- 
invested in other real estate and buildings for the uso 
of said school. 

§ 6. That the following is enacted as an amend- 
ment to said act approved March 21, 1906, and as an 
additional section thereto, viz. : 

That students while attending a State Normal 
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School may be examined for comity teachers ' certifi- be^*«amiJcd *^ 
eate to the Board of Examiners of the comity in which schJi?"?5inti«i 
such Normal School is located, and on the dates pro- tmaSc^ ''^' 
vided in the common school law for examination Qf ^^^^'^^^ «>"''*y- 
teachers. If such Normal students are of the age and 
character required by law in the case of other candi- 
dates for county certificates, the County Superinten- 
dent of the county in which the Normal School they 
are attending, is located, shall admit t];^em to examina- 
tion and shall collect from each the legal fee, together 
with fifty cents additional. 

At the close of the examination the County Super papers to be 
intendent shall transmit by registered mail, the ex- 1"''^"^"*^*- 
amination papers of each stuldent candidate, to- 
gether with the examination fee, to the County Super- 
intendent of the county from which said candidate 
desires his certificate issued. 

The County Board of Examiners shall canvass the 
papers sent to them as above provided, and shall 
issue county certificates upon them, upon the same 
terms and conditions as in case of candidates appear- 
ing in person for examination. 

§ 7. Whereas, The Eastern and Western Ken- Emergency, 
tucky State Normal Schools are now open and the 
Board of Eegents of both said schools desire to take 
step's under the provisions of this act as soon as pos- 
sible, an emergency is declared to exist, and this act 
shall be in force and effect from its passage and ap- 
proval by the Governor.

CHAPTER 63. 

AN ACT providing for '^the continuation of the geological, topo- 
graphical and agricultural survey of the State of Kentucky, and 
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for continuation of topographical surveys in co-operation with 
the United States Geological Survey. 
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Be it PMacted by the General Assembly of the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky: 

§ 1. That the Curator of the State Geological De- 
partment be, and he is hereby authorized and directed 
to continue the geological, topographical and agri- 
cultural survey of the State, which was resumed 
xmder provisions set forth in Chapter nineteen, acts 
of the General Assembly of nineteen hundred and 
four. It shall be his duty as director of said survey 
to formulate the plans governing the operations of 
the survey ; to regulate and supervise the work in field 
and office; to determine the character and order of 
publication of the reports of the survey, and to per- 
form such geological and other work as may be nec- 
essary for the successful conduct of the survey. For 
his extra services rendered as director of the survey 
he shall be allowed and paid twenty-five dollars per 
month, and shajl be allowed and paid his necessary 
field and traveling expenses when absent from his 
office on business connected with the survey. 

§ 2. The director of the survey is hereby autho- 
rized to appoint such assistants and employes as may 
be necessary for such times as their services may be 
required. Their compensation shall be such as may 
be approved by the Governor when recommended by 
the director, and they shall be allowed and paid their 
necessary field and traveling expenses. The director 
is authorized io enter into co-operative arrangements 
for geological and hydrographical work with the 
United States Geological survey in such instances as 
it may be of advantage to the State to do so. 

§ 3. All accounts for expenses presented by mem- 
bers of the Survey shall be itemized and certified to 
on oath by the person rendering the same, and shall 
be accompanied by vouchers showing to whom and for 
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what sums set forth as expenditures were paid; and 
they shall, after receiving the approval of the director 
of the Survey, then be presented to the Governor for 
his approval, and the Governor, having approved 
them, shall thereupon transmit them to the Auditor of 
Public Accounts, who shall draw his warrant on the 
Treasurer for payment of the same. And the direc- 
tor shall keep an itemized account of all expenditures 
of whatsoever kind, including all salaries and other 
items of oompensiation, under appropriate headings, 
in a book or books, especially provided for such pur- 
pose; and at the end of each quarter of the year he 
shall submit his accounts so kept to a supervisory 
board, consisting of the Governor, Secretary of State 
and Auditor, for their inspection, said accounts hav- 
ing first been checked with the Auditor's books. 

§ 4. It shall be the duty of the State Librarian to i^ibrarian to 
supply the office of the Geological Survey with all l^f^ *'^*^^°- 
necessary stationery for use of said Survey, as other 
public offices are supplied, upon the requisition of the 
director of the survey. 

§ 5. It shall be the duty of the director of the Di?ector a°nd 
Survey and his assistants to examine and report upon *®^*^**"*^- 
the economic geology of the State especially, as speci- 
fied in and in accordance with section five of Chapter 
nineteen, Acts of the General Assembly of nineteen 
hundred and four, said investigations to be conducted 
along such lines as will prove of practical value in as- 
certaining and exhibiting the fitness for commercial 
and economic uses of the various substances reported 
upon, and to include such standard and practical tests 
as are necessary and usual in determining the com- 
mercial values of the various materials under investi- 
gation; and in furtherance of such practical work, the 
director, should he deem it advisable, is authorized to 
purchase or lease a drilling machine for use in pros- 
pecting regions where the existence or continuation 
of coals, ores or other useful substances beneath the 
surface may not be readily determined in any other 
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way, or to make such other arrangements for boring? 
as may appear most feasible and economical. Tht3 
underground and surface waters of the State shall be 
investigated, and the director is authorized should he 
deem it expedient, to co-operate with the State 
Forestry Commission in the study of the timbers' of 
E» eciai at. *^® State. Especial attention shall be given to the 
sSdy^orsoiis, study of the soils of the State, with reference to their 

conservation and their fitness for various classes of 
crops, with a view to determine the proper fertilizers 
for impoverished or otherwise defective lands, and 
such results as are appropriate shall be embodied in a 
soil map; and to the end that the soil investr<aticns 
may be most effectively carried on, the direc- 
tor is authorized to continue the agreement 
with the director of the State Agrioultural Ex- 
periment Station, entened into under authority 
of Chapter forty-nine of the Acts of the Gen- 
eral Assembly of nin/eteen hundred and six, for 
co-operation and assistance in the work. An in- 
vestigation of road materials shall also be carried on, 
and STich tests be made as come within the ineans of 
the Survey, with a view to determinging the availabil- 
ity of materials in the various counties of the State for 
road building, and the best methods of preparing 
them for local application, and the results shall be em- 
bodied in a special bulletin; and the director is 
authorized to enter into an agreement with such 
bureau of the Federal Government as may be proper 
of mlnes5*et?" f Or co-operatlou in this work. As a contribution to- 
ward a better knowledge of the requirements for the 
safe working of the mines of the State, the technolo- 
gical work of the Survey shall include an investiga- 
• tion of mines, gases and coal dusts and of such other 

matters as are appropriate, to such extent as the 
means of the Survey may permit. 
Reports bid- ^ 6. The reports of the Survey shall consist of sub-

maps. 2eet reports, county reports, miscellaneous buUetms, 

and a general or index report, accompanied by all dia- 
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grams, maps and illustrations necessary to render 
them full and complete; and the Commissioners of 
Public Printing shall cause each report and mup to be 
promptly printed, after it shall have been submitted 
to the Governor, the cost thereof to be paid out of 
the general expenditure fund as in the case of other 
official reports. The minimum number of copies of 
each report and map printed shall not be less than 
one thousand, and the said Commissioners shall 
determine the number of copies, if any, which shall 
be printed in excess of the minimum number, also 
the grade of paper to be used and the kind of 
binding, each of which shall be suitable and appro- 
priate for such character of official publications. 
Each memiber and officer of the General Assembly 
shall be entitled to one copy of each report and map of^maps^ct" 
issued during his term; an adequate number shall 
be distributed to the several State departments at 
the Capitol; two hundred and fifty copies shall be 
deposited with the State Librarian for sale at cost 
of printing, and all money received from sales shall 
be turned into the Treasury to the credit of the gen- 
eral expenditure fund; and the remainder shall be 
for distribution in such manner by the director of 
the Survey as will in his judgment best serve to 
advertise the resources and advance the develop- 
ment of the State. AH reports shall be stereotyped, 
and the Commissioners of Public Printing may order 
new editions printed of any report or map issued by 
the Survey whenever in their judgment the public 
demand for such report or map shall justify such 
reprinting. 

§ 7. The director of the Survey is hereby author-

operation with the United States Geological Survey, 
subject to the provisions of section seven of this act:

§ 11. iSince it is manifest that th^ work of the Emergency. 
Survey should proceed without break, and that those 
persons now engaged on it should continue at their 
tasks without interruption, an emergency is hereby 
declared, and this act shall take effect upon its 
approval by the Governor.

§ 6. The members of the Commission shall receive how^'plSd"' 
only their actual personal and traveling expenses, to 
be paid upon the presentation of itemized statements 
of such accounts, verified by affidavits, and the Audi- 
tor of Public Accounts is hereby authorized to draw 
Vis warrant or warrants for such expenses and for 
postage, clerical service, and Incidentals on the order 
of the Educational Commission, signed by the chair- 
man and attested by its Secretary. The money 
authorized to be paid unlder this act shall be paid 
out of the general funds not otherwise appropriated.

A duly 
attested transcript of the birth certificate filed accord- 
ing to law with any officer charged witji the duty of 
recording births, shall be sufficient evidence of the age 
of such child. (3) The affidavit of the parent, guard- 
ian or custodian of a child, which shall be required^ 
however, only in case such last mentioned transcript 
of the certificate of birth be not produced and filed, 
showing the place and date of birth of such child; 
which affidavit must be taken before the officer issuing 
employment certificates, who is hereby authorized and 
required to administer such oath, and who shall not 
demand or receive a fee therefor. Such employment 
certificate shall not be issued until such child has 
personally appeared before and been examined by the 
officer issuing the certificates, and until such officer 
shall, after making examination, file and sign in his 
office a statement that the child can read and legibly 
write simple sentences in the English language and 
that in his opinion the child is fourteen years of age 
or upward and has reached the normal development 
of a child of its age, and is in sound health and is 
physically able to perform the work which it intends 
to do. In doubtful cases such physical fitness shall 
be determined by a medical officer of the board or de- 
partment of health, or by the county physician. 
Every employment certificate shall be signed in the 
presence of the child in whose name it is issued. 

§ 5. Such certificate shall state the date and place 
of birth of the child, and describe the color of the hair 
and eyes, the height and weight and any distinguish- 
ing facial miarks of such child, and that the papers 
required by the preceding section have been duly ex- 
amined, approved and filed and that the child named 
in such certificate has appeared before the officer sign- 
ing the certificate and has been examined. 

§ 6. The school record above mentioned shall be 
signed by the principal or chief teacher of the school 
which such child has last attended and shall be furn- 
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ished, on demiand, to a child entitled thereto. It shall 
contain a statement certifying that the child has 
regularly attended the public schools or schools equiv-

CHAPTEE 67. 

AN ACT relating to children who are now or may hereafter be- 
come dependent, neglected or delinquent, to define these terms 
and fixing and defining the powers of the several county courts 
within this Commonwealth with reference to the care, treatment 
and control of such children, and to provide for the means 
whereby such powers may be exercised. 

Be it enacted hy the General Assembly of the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky: 

§ 1. This act shall apply only to male children 
seventeen years of age or under and to female chil- 
dren eighteen years of age or under. 

The woitds ** delinquent child" shall include any 
male child seventeen years of age or under and any chnT^dl'fSid"* ' 
female child eighteen years of age or under, who 
violates any law of this State ; or who is incorrigible ; 
or who knowingly associates with thieves, vicious or 
immoral persons; or who, without just cause and 
without the consent of its parents, guardian, or per- 
son having its custody, control or 'supervision, absents 
itself from its home or place of abode ; or who is grow- 
ing up in idleness or crime; or who knowingly visits 
or enters a house of ill-repute; or who knowingly 
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patronizes or visits any policy shop or place where 
any gaming device is or shall be operated; or who 
patronizes or visits any saloon or dram shop where 
intoxicating liquors are sold; or who patronizes any 
public pool-room or bucket-shop; or who wanders 
about the streets in the night-time without being on 
lawful business or occupation; or who habitually 
wanders about any railroad yards or tracks, or jumps 
or attempts to jump on any moving train, or enters 
any car or engine without lawful authority; or who 
uses vile, obscene, vulgar, profane or indecent lan- 
guage or is guilty of immoral, indecent or lascivious 
or disorderly conduct in any public place or ui)on any 
highway or about any school house; or who is per- 
sistently truant from school. 

Any child committing any of the acts hereinabove 
mentioned shall be deemed a delinquent child, and 
shall be proceeded against and cared for as such in 
the manner hereinafter provided. 
oT^^n^^ttef For the purposes of this act the words ** Depen- 
dent child'' or Neglecteid child" shall mean any male 
child seventeen years of age or under, or any female 
child eighteen years of age or under, who is found 
begging, or receiving, or gathering alms (whether 
actually begging or under the pretext of selling or 
offering for sale anything), or being in any street, 
road or public place for the purpose of so begging, 
gathering or receiving alms ; or who is found singing 
or playing any musical instrument for gain upon the 
streets or in any public place ; or who is found wan- 
dering and not having any home or any settled place 
of abode or proper guardianship or visible means of 
subsistence; or who is found destitute, homeless or 
abandoned or dependent upon the public for support, 
or who has not proper parental care, or whose home 
by reason of neglect, cruelty or depravity on the part 
of its parents, guardian or other person in whose 
care it may be is an unfit place for such child ; or who 
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is found living in any house of ill-fame, or with any 
vicious or disreputable person. 

The word '* association" shall include any associa- tion^^^deined. 
tion, institution or corporation which embraces in its 
purposes the care or disposition of children coming 
within the provisions of this act. 

The disposition of any child under this act, or any ^^-^^^^^^ 
evidence given in* such cause, shall not, in any civil, f^u "act"not to 
criminal or other cause or proceeding whatever in any oSieT^proc"eed. 
court, be lawful or proper evidence against such child ^"^^• 
for any purpose whatsoever, except in subsequent 
cases involving the same child under this act. The 
word. ** child" or *' children" may mean one or more 
children, or the word ''parent" or ''parents" may 
mean one or both parents, when consistent with the 
intent of this act. 

§ 2. The county courts of the several counties of jurisdiction, 
this State shall have exclusive jurisdiction in all cases . 
coming within the terms and provisions of this act. 
In proceedings under this act the child brought before 
the court or any person interested in such child, shall 
have the right to demand f pr it a trial by jury, which 
shall be granted as in other cases unless waived, or the 
judge of his own motion may call a jury to try such 
case. A special record book or books shall be kept Do^ket'^to ^be"^ 
by the court for all oases coming within the provisions ^^p*- 
of this act, to be known as "The Juvenile Eecord" 
f5nd the docket or calendar of the court upon which 
there shall appear the case or cases under the provi- 
sions of this act shall be known as "The Juvenile 
Docket," and for convenience the court in the trial 
and disposition of such cases may be called "The 
Juvenile Session of the County Court." In counties 
containing a city of the first-class, a special court- 
room for the hearing of all cases arising under this 
act shall be provided by the Fiscal Court of the 
county, or the boar<d of County Commissioners as the 
case may be and said court-room may be provided 
either in the court-house of the county or in some 
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otlier building, and said Fiscal Court of the county or 
Board of County Commissioners as the case may be 
shall provide suitable quarters for the Probation 
officers hereinafter provided for, either in the court 
house of the county, or in some other building. Be- 
tween the first and thirty-first days of October of each 
year, the clerks of the county courts shall submit to 
the Governor a report in writing upon blanks to be 
furnished by the Secretary of State, showing the num- 
ber and disposition of delinquent, dependent or neg- 
lected children brought before such court, together 
with such other useful information regarding such 
cases, and the parentage of such children as may be 
reasonably obtained at the trial thereof; Provided, 
That the name or identity of any such child or parent 
shall -not be disclosed in such report, and that such re- 
port, shall not be published at State expense. 

§ 3. The County Courts of the several counties in 
this State shall have authority to appoint or desig- 
nate one or more discreet persons of good moral 
character, to serve as probation officers during the 
pleasure of the court ; such probation officer to receive 
no compensation except as herein provided. In 
counties having a city of the first or second class the 
County Court may appoint one probation officer, who 
shall be designated as Chief Probation Officer, and 
who shall receive a salary of not exceeding $2,400.00 
per year, to be 4txed by the County Court Judge; one 
or more Assistant Probation Officers, one of whom 
shall receive a salary of not exceeding $1,200.00 per 
3'ear, and all other assistants so appointed shall re- 
ceive a salary not exceeding $700.00 per year, such 
salaries to be fixed by the Judge of the County Court. 
Such probation officers shall be allowed their actual 
and necessary expenses incurred in the performance 
of their duties ; said salaries and expenses to be paid 
as provided herein. 

§ 4. Any reputable person being a resident of the 
county having knowledge of a child in the county who 
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appears to be either neglected, dependent or delin- 
quent, who is not an inmate of a State institution or 
any institution incorporated under the laws of the 
State of Kentucky for the care and correction of 
children, or any reform school or industrial school for 
juvenile offenders, may file with the clerk of the 
county court a petition in writing, setting forth the 
facts verified by affidavit. It shall ibe sufficient that 
the affidavit is upon information and belief. The 
petition shall set forth the name and residence of the 
parent or parents, if known, or if the name and resi- 
dence is unknown to the petitioner : (a) the name and 
residen-ce of the person having the custody, control 
or supervision of such child; or (b) if the child be 
illegitimate, the name of the mother of such illegiti- tion to contain. 
mate child ; or if it allege that both parents, or that 
such mother is dead, then the name of the guardian if 
any, of such child; (d) if no guardian of such child is 
known to the petitioner, then of some near relative, or 
that such is unknown to the petitioner. All persons 
named in said petition shall be notified of such pro- 
ceedings as hereinafter provided. 

Upon filing of the petition a summons shall issue 
requiring the parent or parents, guardian or the per- 
son having custody, control or supervision of the 
child, or with whom the child may be, to appear with 
the child at a place and time stated in the summons, 
which time shall not be less than twenty-four hours whcn^'^Setitfon 
after service. The parents of the child, if living, and 
their residence, if known, to the petitioner, or its legal 
guardian, if one there be, and his residence, if known 
to the petitioner, or if there be neither parent nor 
guardian, or if his or her residence be not known, then 
some near relative, if his residence be known to the 
petitioner, shall be notified of the proceedings, and in 
any case the judge may appoint some suitable person 
to act in behalf of the child. Summons and notice 
may be served by the sheriff, by any officer authorized 
by law to serve a summ6ns or warrant, or by any duly 
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appointed probation officer, either by reading the 
same to the person or persons to be served, or by 
delivering a copy thereof to such person or persons, 
or by leaving a copy thereof at his usual place of 
abode, if stated in the petition or known, with some 
person of his family of the age of ten years or up- 
wards, and informing such person of the contents 
thereof. The return of such fiummons and notice, 
with the endorsement of service by the officer in accor- 
dance henewith sihall be sufficient proof thereof. If the 
person summoned as herein provided, shall fail, with- 
out reasonable cause, to appear, and abide the order of 
the court or bring the child, he may be proceede<i 
against as in case of contempt of court. In case the 
summons cannot be served, or the party fails to obey 
the same, and in any case when it shall be made to ap- 
pear to the court by affidavit, which may be on infor- 
mation and belief, that such summons will be ineffec- 
tual to secure the presence of the child, a warrant may 
issue on the order of the court either against the 
parent or guariddan or the person having the custody, 
control or supervision of the child, or with whom the 
child may be, or against the child itself or both. On 
return of the summons, or other process or on the ap- 
pearance of the child with or without summons or 
other process in person before the court together with 
return of the service of notice, if there be any person 
notified, or upon the personal appearance or written 
consent to the proceedings of the person or persons, 
if any be notified, or as soon thereafter as may be, 
the court shall proceed to hear and dispose of the 
case in a summary manner, and all hearings shall so 
far as the same may lawfully be done, be had in 
chambers to the exclusion of the general public. 

Until the first hearing of the case by the court, the 
chief probation officer or any assistant probation offi- 
cer may release the child upon its own recognizance ; 
or upon the recognizance of the parent or person hav- 
ing the custody, control or supervision of the child.

and at least one shall be competent to teach and in- 
struct children in the branches of education similar to 
those embracdd in the curriculum of the public school 
of said city and county up to and including the eighth 
grade; said superintendent and matron shall receive 
no compensation for conducting said schov'^i and 'ar- 
ing for the children committed thereto under this act, 
in addition to the salary provided for such, superin- 
tendent and matron by the Board of Children \s 
Guardians. Wherein such counties no such home has 
been provided, and in all counties wherein a city of 
the second class is located it shall be the duty of the

§ 19. The County Judge of each county may ap- 
point a Board of not less than six nor more than 
ten reputable inhabitants, who will serve without 
compensation or salary of any kind whatsoever, to 
be called the Advisory Board of the County Court, 
Juvenile Session. The members of said Board shall 
hold office during the pleasure of the Court. The 
duties of said 3oard shall be as follows : 

A. To visit as often as once a year all institu- 
tions; societies or associations receiving children un- 
der this act. Such visits shall be made by not less 
than two of the members of said Board, who shall 
go together, and make a report, and said IBoard 
shall report to the County Court from time to time 
the condition of the children received by or in charge 
of any persons, institutions or associations, and shall 
make an annual report to the Judge of the County 

Court. 

B. To advise and co-operate with the Judge of 
the County Court upon all matters affecting the 
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workings of ttis act, and to reconunenid to the court 
any and all needful measures for the purpose of car- 
rying out the provisions of this act. 

§ 20. Whenever a petition shall have been filed or 
whenever a ease involving any child shall have been 
transferred to the court as provided herein, it shall 
be the duty of the probation officer : 

1. Inunediately or as soon thereafter as possible ^^^^ ^^ 
to make a thorough investigation, not only into the probation offi- 
nature of the specific act complained of, but into 
any and all circumstances! surrounding the child 
which may, in any way, throw light upon the future 
care and guidiance which should be given it. This 
investigation shall include an inquiry into its exact 
age, habits, school record, general reputation and 
everything which may pertaiu to its life and char- 
acter. This investigation shall also include an in- 
quiry into the home conditions, life and character 
of its parent, parents, guardian or person having 
its custody, supervision and control. 

The result of this inquiry shall be presented in 
writing to the Judge of the court previous to the 
hearing of the child's case and shall become part 
of the record of the proceedings. 

2. It shall also be the duty of the probation officers 
to be present in court to represent the interest of 
the child when the cases investigated by such pro- 
bations officers shall be heard; to furnish such infor- 
mation as may be required; to advise with the court 
as to the proper disposition of the case; take such 
charge of the child before and after the hearing as 
may be ordered. 

3. The probation officers shall keep themselves 
informed as to the condition and coniduct of children 
placed on probation to them, and as far as practi- 
cable, aid and encouragement should be given by 
friendly advice and admonition, to keep the terms 
of their probation; and by the exercise of interest 
and concern in their welfare, reclaim them from evil

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courses. All probation officers shall make report 
to the chief probation officer or to the court at such 
times as may be ordered. 

4. No probation officer shall divulge or communi- 
cate to any person other than to the court, or to the 
board provided herein, without the consent of the 
county judge, any fact or information obtained pur- 
suant to the discharge of his duties, nor shall any re- 
cord of any proceedings be made public, except by 
leave of the judge of the county court. 

The foregoing shall not relieve the probation officer 
from Idivulging such facts as ^a witness on the trial of 
any case, or the hearing; of any proceedings, nor the 
production of such records for use on any trial or pro- 
ceeding. 

j^Further 5. lu couutics iu which there is a chief probation 

bation officer, officcr it shall bc the duty of such chief probation 

officer to direct and be responsible for the investiga- 
tion of all cases filed <as provided herein ; 'and direct 
the transfer of children to and from institutions ; and 
when children shall be placed on probation, to direct 
the work of all probation officers in whose charge the 
children have been placed, to secure from such officers 
regular reports, to visit all children unider the care 
of the court unless excused by the court at least twice 
a year, to advise and counsel with all other probation 
officers and to preserve for use in the courts or proba- 
tion office, complete records of the subsequent conduct 
of the probationer. 

6. Upon the termination of the probation period 
the probation officer shall report the fact to the court, 
and also the conduct of the probationer during the 
period of probation, and the court may thereupon 
discharge the probationer from further supervision, 
or extend the probation period as the circumstances 
require, and when the probationer is so discharged 
the entry of the discharge shall be made in the re- 
cords of the court, together with a statement of the 
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conduct of the probationer during the term of his 
proBation.

CHAPTER 68. 

AN ACT to promote and compel attendance of children in schools^ 
and to prevent truancy in cities of the first, second, third and 
fourth class, and to enable boards of education or boords of 
school trustees of cities of the first and second class to establish 
and maintain parental or truant schools for the care and dis- 
cipline of truant children and for the purpose of reducing: 
truancy. 

Be %t enacted by the General Assembly of the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky: 

§ 1. That every parent, guardian or other person 

ages" of in any city of the first, second, third or fourth class^ 

i in° ^* having the custody, control or supervision of any child 

**'^'*°^* or children, between the ages of seven -and fourteen 

years inclusive, shall cause such child to be enrolled 
in and to attend some public or private day or 
parochial school regularly each school year for a full 
term or period of said school. Provided that this act 
shall not apply in any case where the child has been^ 
or is being taught at home in such branches as are 
taught in the public schools for a like period of time, 
and subject to the Siame examinations as other pupils 
of the city in which the child resides; and for the 
purpose of ascertaining whether or not any child is 
embraced within this exemption, the court may order 
such child to submit to an examination to be given 
by the City Superintendent of Schools. 
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Provided further, that this section shall not apply bc^cxcusTc?^ 
to any child who is excused by the Board of Education 
or School Board of the city in which the parent, 
^ardian or person having the custody, control or 
supervision of such child or children reside, upon its 
beiQg shown to the satisfaction of the county judge 
that such child has already acquired the common 
school branches required by law or is not in proper 
physical or mental condition to attend school.

office shall be during the pleasure of the Board ap- 
pointing him, who may be removed at any time by 
said board with or without cause, -and whose duties 
shall be limited to the city where the appointment is 
m<aide ; if in any such city there shall be less than ten 
thousand (10,000) children enrolled in the school 
census, there shall be appointed as above, one truant 
officer. Said truant officers shall be house-keepers, 
residents of the city in which they are appointed and 
men of good moral character; they must be able to 
read and write with ease, shall be «at least thirty (30) 
years of age and shall not engage in any other occu- 
pation during such period of time as the schools «are 
in siession each year in the respective cities.

Child com- D. Any child committed to such school or schools, 
Shooi may be upou au orsder duly entered by the county court, may 
on "probation, bc allowcd to rctum home upon probation and to re- 
main while upon probation, subject to the friendly 
visitation and supervision of a probation officer of 
said county court and subject at any time to be re- 
turned to such school if said child, in the opinion of 
the county court, shall violate the terms and condi- 
tions of its probation. No child shall be released upon 
probation in less than four weeks from the time of 
his or her commitment, nor thereafter unless the 
court shall he satisfied that siaid child who is proba- 
tioneid, will attend regularly some public or private 
school as herein provided.

AN ACT to amend an act, entitled "An Act to amend the charter 
of Bacon College," and to amend an act, entitled "An Act to 
consolidate Kentucky University and Transylvania University;" 
and to change the name of Kentucky University to "Transyl- 
vania University." 

Whebeas, By an act of the General Assembly of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky, approved on the 15th 
day of January, 1858, the charter of Bacon College 
was so amended as that the name of said Bacon 
College was changed to. the name of ^^ Kentucky Uni- 
versity;^' and. 

Whereas, By an act of said Assembly, approved on 
the 28th day of February, 1865, the said Kentucky 
University and Transylvania University were con- 
solidated, under the name of Kentucky University, 
and the funds and property of said Universities were 
placed under the control of the Board of Curators of 
Kentucky University, under the terms and conditions 
of said act of consolidation ; and, 

Whereas, It is desired by the friends of the Agri- 
cultural and Mechanical College of Kentucky, to as- 
sume the name of ^ ^ The State University, Lexington, 
Kentucky," and the assumption of such name would 
result in the confusion in the affairs of the two in- 
stitutions; now. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky: 

^ 1. That the name of Kentucky University be, 
and the same is now changed to that of ** Transylvania 
University." And the present Board of Curators of 
Kentucky University, land the successors of said 
board, shall be known as ^^The Board of Curators of 
Transylvania University." To this extent, the act, 
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entitled ^^An Act to amend the charter of Bacon 
College/^ approve.^, i'^th January, 1858, is hereby 
amended. And to this extent, the act, entitled ^'An 
act to consolidate Kentucky University and Transyl- 
vania University," approved February 28, 1865, is 
likewise amended. 

§ 2. That the property anid funds of said Ken- 
tucky University as at present owned and controlled 
by the Board of Curators of Kentucky University, 
shall be owned and controlled by said Board of Cura- 
tors of Kentucky University, under the name 
of ^^ Board of Curators of Transylvania Univer- 
sity," and under the terms and conditions pro- 
vided in the act, and amended acts, recited in the 
title of this act. 

§ 3. The powers, duties, rights, privileges and 
obligations now vested by law in the Board of Cura- 
tors of Kentucky University are hereby conferred on, 
and vested in, the said Board of Curators, under the 
name and style of '^The Board of Curators of Trans- 
ylvania University."

AN ACT to amend section 2, of an act entitled "An Act to 
regulate burial associations, corporations and companies, doing 
business in the State of Kentucky, which act became a law, 
March 24, 1906, without the approval of the Governor." 

Be it enacted hy the General Assembly of the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky: 



§1. That section 2 of an act entitled, **An act 
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to regulate burial <assoeiations, corporations and com- 
panies idoing business in the State of Kentucky/' be 
amended so as to read: 

Section 2. Said corporations, associations, socie- qJJj§***[J, ^£ 
ties or individuals, shall deposit with the Treasurer °^a<i«- 
of the Commonwealth, double the amount of the 
aggregate face value of lall policies, bonds or certifi- 
cates issued by such corporations, associations, socie- 
ties or individuals. 

**Such funds shall be invested in securities in which . Funds; how 
insurance companies are alloweid by law to invest '°^*****^* 
their capital, same to be deposited in trust with the 
Treasurer of this Commonwealth; but siaid corpora- 
tions, associations, societies or individuals shall have 
at all times; on approval of the Insurance Commis- 
sioner, the right to exchange any part of such securi- 
ties for others of like amounts or character. 

**When such corporation, association, society or hoJ^S^JJ* up. 
individual shall discontinue business, or when for 
any cause a dissolution shall be decreed, or when for 
sixty days any judgment shall remain unsatisfied, a 
circuit judge in any county wherein said corporation, 
association, society or individual has transacted busi- 
ness, may appoint a receiver to distribute its assets 
among its policy holders, or any persons having 
claims against said corporation, association or com- 
pany; the same to be applied first, on accrued or 
matured claims, certificates or policies; second, on 
claims of any other kind or character; third, in the 
payment to members all dues paid in by them, and 
if a balance remains after the payment of above 
named claims, then such sum is to be returned to 
said corporation, association, society or individual. 

''Any corporation, association, society or individual 
engaging in the business of insuring or guaranteeing 
the burial or burial expenses of persons, who shall 
fail to comply with the provisions of this act, shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction sfiall 
be fined not less than one hundred nor more than 
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five hundred dollars, and each day they shall so 
engage in said business, shall be la separate offense, 
Provided, however, That the provisions of this a(;t 
shall not apply to corporation, association or com- 
pany, that Jias no capital stock, that pays no salaries 
or commissions to officers and whose sole resources 
except necessary expenses are devoted to paying 
funeral expenses of its members."
